No Detailed Program 
Worked Out by Admin- 
istration Men — Bills 
Sent in Without Con- 
sulting Leaders,

The man designated to “take 
over” St. Louis, Harry (Big 
Greeny) Greenberg, refused to 
move from Los Angeles and, as a 
result, was murdered. That ap- 
parently ended the plan. 

But in 1946, as disclosed at the 
time by the Post-Dispatch, repre- 
sentatives of the Chicago Capone 
syndicate took over the racing 
news distributing business here 
and also cut themselves in on 
profits of East Side gambling es- 
tablishments. They set up com- 
panies to distribute pinball ma- 
chines, juke boxes and other coin 
devices and distributed slot ma- 
chines in southern Illinois. 

In their investigation of the 
gang killing of Greenberg in No- 
vember, 1939, the California com- 
mission learned he had been an 
organizer for the national crime 
syndicate, known to its members 
as “The Big Mob” and “The Com- 
bination.” 

Ordered to St. Louis. 

Directors of Crime, Inc., meet- 
ing in New York, ordered Green- 
berg to take control of the St. 
Louis area, with the aid of “muscle 
men” from Chicago and Brooklyn. 

He had been West Coast district 
manager for Crime, Inc., but was 
to be relieved by Benjamin 
(Bugsy) Siegel, also murdered 
subsequently. Greenberg not only 
refused to accept the St. Louis 
territory but also countered with 
a threat to supply information to 
Thomas E. Dewey, then New 
York’s special rackets prosecutor. 
It was then that chiefs of Murder, 


Inc., decided to get rid of the re-| 


calcitrant gangster. 

Greenberg was shot to death in 
front of his Hollywood home. Two 
men in an Automobile without 1i- 
cense plates drew up beside 
Greenberg’s car and shot him 
three times. He had been 


the name “George Schachter” but }- 


was identified the next day as 
Greenberg, a former aid of Louis 
(Lepke) Buchalter, subsequently 
gee for murder at Sing Sing. 


The witness, Abe (Kid Twist) 
Reles, told New York police 
_ Greenberg’s murder was planned 
by Siegel and Buchalter. Reles, 

a Brooklyn gangster who con- 
fessed 18 murders, was held in 
protective custody in a Coney 
Island hotel. He was killed in a 
six-story fall from the hotel. 

The California Crime Commis- 
sion, in its exhaustive inquiry into 
crime in its state and throughout 
the country, reported that Mur- 
der, Inc., was the “enforcement 
arm” of “The Combination.” Head 
of “The Combination,” the in- 
vestigators said, was Frank Cos- 
tello, New York politician-gang- 
ster, former associate of Owney 
Madden, Charles (Lucky) Luciano 
and James J. Hines. 

The Chicago Capone syndicate, 
which has a close relationship 
with “The Combination,” is repre- 
sented in St. Louis by nk 
(Buster) Wortman, Louis (Red) 
Smith, Elmer Dowling, former 
Sheriff John F. Dougherty, Steve 
Ryan, David (Chippy) Robinson 
and Lawrence Callanan. 

Among their enterprises here is 
Plaza Amusement Co., which fur- 
nishes juke boxes and “amuse- 
ment machines.” ‘

WASHINGTON, March 19 (UP) 
—President Truman returned to 
the capital today from his vacation 
in Florida, 

The President’s plane, the Inde- 
pendence, touched down at Na- 
tional Airport at 2:50 p.m, after a 
three-hour and 49-minute nonstop 
flight from Key West. 

Bronzed by two weeks in the 
Florida sun, the President flashed 
a big grin at the crowd of report- 
ers, photographers and official 
greeters. He had nothing to say 
about the legislative outlook or 
the defeat his Senate supporters 
took from a coalition of Republi- 
cans and Democrats when they | 
tried to put across his plan to re-| 
strict filibusters. 

Truman spent a few minutes at 
the airport chatting with Secretary 
of Defense James Forrestal, who 
leaves the Cabinet at the end of 
this month; Forrestal’s successor, 
Louis Johnson, and Attorney 
General Tom Clark. 

Then the presidential party 
drove to Blair House, the official 
Truman residence while the White 
House is being repaired. 

Truman was guest of honor to- 
night at the annual dinner of the 
White House News Photographers 
Association. He presented awards 
for the best pictures of the year 
by association members and 
opened the group’s exhibition.

WASHINGTON, March 19 (AP) 
—The Senate Appropriations Com- 
mittee agreed today to demand

An anonymous member of the 
committee said the competitive 
bidding requirements was agreed 
to after three days of discussion 
on the White House item in the 
first deficiency appropriation bill 
for the current fiscal year.

Specially-Built $20,000 Home 


For Paralyzed Veteran of Iwo Jima 


Berlin O. Queen, paralyzed from 
the waist down by a Japanese 
sniper’s bullet on Iwo Jima three 
years ago, will. be the first St. 
Louis paraplegic veteran to own 
a specially-built home, paid for 
in part by the Government. 

The $20,000 residence will be on 
the northwest corner of Rhodes 
and Clifton avenues in St. Louis 
Hills, Half the cost will be borne 
by the Government. 

Entrances will be level with the 
ground so that the 26-year-old 
veteran can wheel himself in and 
out without difficulty. The bath- 
room will have a low, wide mirror 
to permit shaving while sitting. 
In the shower, there will be a 
swinging chair and valve to shut 
off the water if it reaches scald- 
ing temperatures. There will also 
be an exercise room in the house.

Cheerful, blond Queen, former 
Marine Corps sergeant and former 
employe of the Post-Dispatch, is 
a freshman in the St. Louis Uni- 
versity School of Commerce and 
Finance. He drives a specially- 
equipped automobile and has a 
“private parking lot” beside the 
school entrance. 

“T’m at the point where I can 
take care of myself and can get 
about relatively easy,” he asserted. 
After he was he re- 
ceived treatment in various serv 
ice hospitals until last May. He 
lives now with his widowed 
mother, Mrs. Jessie Queen, in a 
rented home at 3806 Wyoming 
street. “As soon as the red tape 
is completed,” he said, “we'll start 
construction.” His mother will 
live in the new five-room brick 
house with him.

Field Marshal Thinks Harder 
Climate May Have Something 
to Do With It. 


LONDON, March 19 (UP)—Field 
Marshal Viscount Montgomery 
said tonight the excellent fighting 
quality of the Scottish soldier may 
be due in part to his “somewhat 
uncivilized” nature. 

He addressetl a group of Scottish 
soldiers at the Savoy Hotel. 

“The Scottish fighting man is 
tough and hard,” Montgomery 
said, “possibly more so than the 
average English soldier.

Treaty Should Make 


‘Potentia] Aggressor’ 
Realize Nations Can’t 


Be Picked Off Singly.

WASHINGTON, March 19 (UP) 
—The State Department tonight 
warned the men in the Kremlin 
that it would be dangerous for 
them to underestimate the West's 
power and determination “to take 
united action” against attack. 

A department spokesman said 
it wanted to dispel “serious mis- 
conceptions «ein the minds of 
leaders of the Soviet Union” about 
the physical,and moral strength 
of the Western democracies. 

Its warning was set forth in 
blunt and unmistakable terms in 
a 6500-word “white paper” on the 
North Atlantic Treaty which the 
United States and seven—possibly 
11—other powers will sign here 
April 4. The.20-year pact, pub- 
lished yesterday, is the greatest 
defensive alliance ever proposed 
in peacetime. 

The spokesman said Soviet mis- 
conceptions as to the West's 
power and intentions have mush- 
roomed in recent years, 

“The clear intention of the 
parties to the pact to take unfted 
action, coupled with preparation 
of the meang to do so,” the white 
paper said, “should remove the 
danger of miscalculation by any 
potential aggressor that he could 
succeed in overcoming them one 
by one.” 

Warns Against Weakness. 

The white paper also carried a 
warning to the American people 
and to the other pact nations, It 
said they must lose no time in 
shoring up their military de- 
fenses. The present weakness of 
western Europe, the paper said, 
affords “a golden opportunity for 
a new aggressor.” 

The white paper was issued as 
Administration sources urged 
speed in ratification of the pact 
once it is signed, and in action 
to build up the military strength 
of our allies. 

President Truman said today on 
returning from a two weeks’ Fior- 
ida vacation that he will send the 
treaty to the Senate for ratifica- 
tion as soon as it has been signed. 

The white paper made this coup- 
try’s stake in the pact crystal 


clear. 

The security of the United 
States would again be seriously 
endangered if the entire European 
continent were once more to come 
under the domination of a power 
or an association of powers anta- 
gonistic to the United States,” the 
document said. 

“It is clear in this case... 
that dominance of the European 
continent, once attained and con- 
solidated, could be the first step 
in a larger plan of attack on Great 
Britain and then on the United 
States and the rest of the Western 
Hemisphere.”

Late Developments. 

Developments of the last few 
days, most notably the crystalli- 
zation of the Southern Democrat- 
Northern Republican coalition, 
have made it apparent that Ad- 
ministration lieutenants in Con- 
gress will need an abundant sup- 
ply of rabbits and top hats—and 
an expert knowledge of legerde- 
main—if they are to get through 
either house the kind of labor 
bill they are seeking. 

Added factors militating against 
Passage of an amended Wagner 
Act are the work stoppage of 
John L. Lewis's coal miners, 
euphemistically designated as a 
“memorial holiday”; the Wabash 
Railroad strike in the Midwest, 
and the slowdown strike which 
led to a lockout of express work- 
ers in the New York area. 

Both of the last two groups 
operate under the Railway Labor 
Act, not the Taft-Hartley Act. But 
the Thomas-Lesinski bill, aban- 
doning Taft-Hartley labor injunc- 
tions, would rely on a precedure 
similar to that in the Railway La- 
ber Act to settle disputes without 
strikes. The Wabash strikers and 
New York Railway Express 
Agency employes, whatever may 
be their grievances, have chosen a 
time to strike which lends em- 
phasis to the argument that Rail- 
way Labor Act procedures are in- 
effective. The miners’ strike—to 
use the realistic term for their 
“holiday”—provides an argument 
for those who hold the Taft- 
Hartley Act does not go far 
enough in curbing the power of 
unions to strike. 

' Criterion of Peace. 


It can be, and has been, argued 
by respected students of labor 
legislation that the presence or 
absence of strikes is not the true 
criterion of industrial peace; that 
ne democracy, but only a police 
state, can abolish strikes. But 
the strike is a dramatic episode. 
It inconveniences people. Public 
opinion, the gross Map- 
ifestations of dustry-manage- 
ment disputes and not too much 
concerned with the nuances, is 
against strikes. Legislators have 
a high regard for public opinion, 
even when they do not always 
know what it is. 

This then, is the atmosphere in 
which the new labor law — if 
there is to be a new labor law at 
this session of Congress—is being 
considered. Actions of labor lead- 
ers themselves have made hyper- 
bole the statement attributed to 
one of the nineteenth century ex- 
ploiters of labor: “To hell with 
the people; I can hire half of 
them to kill the other half.” As 
matters stand, it isn’t necessary 
for anyone to hire anyone to kill 
off the present objective of or- 
ganized labor—other segments of 
organized labor are doing it for 
them. 

Probably Monday, and not later 
than Tuesday, the Kelley subcom- 
mittee of the House Labor Com- 
mittee will complete its hearin 
on the Lesinski bill. It will ap- 
prove the bill as introduced. This 
was foreshadowed earlier when by 
a strict party vote—eight to five 
—the subcommittee proposed to 
the full committee repeal of the 
Taft-Hartléy Act now, and sub- 
sequent consideration of the Wag- 
ner Act “with improvements.” 
The full 25-man committee, how- 
ever, rejected this proposal and 
instructed the committee to go on 
with the hearings on the Lesinski 
bill Three northern Democrats, 
including Chairman Lesinski him- 
self, joined in rejecting the sub- 
committee’s recommendation. The 
vote was 16 to 9. 


Now the subcommittee is pre-| 


pared to report out the Lesinski 
bill, as soon as hearings are com- 
pleted, and probably again by a 
strict party vote—eight to five. 
There may be some minor changes 
in the bill, but nothing substan- 
tial. 

As a matter of fact, the Repub- 
lican members have virtually con- 
ceded defeat—in the subcommit- 
tee. Two of them, Nixon of Cali- 
fornia and McConnell of Pennsyl- 
vania, told reporters this week 
the hearings were a waste of time 
because the supcommittee had 
been “stacked.” What they said 
was quite true. Of the eight 
Democratic members, three are 
former labor union officials; one 
a labor union lawyer; two voted 
against the Taft-Hartley Act when 
it was before Congress two years 
ago; and the other two new mem- 
bers of Congress, have indicated by 
their attitude in questioing wit- 
nesses that they have no sym- 
pathy with the Taft-Hartley Act.

The Southerners. 


Three of the Democrats — all 
Southerners—voted for the Taft- 
Hartley Act two years ago. Ten 
days ago they crossed the party 
line to vote with their Republican 
colleagues on the minimum wage 
bill, which would seem to confirm 
their attitude on labor legislation. 
These three—Wood of Georgia, 
Lucas of Texas and Barden of 
North Carolina—may be expected 
to vote with the Republicans on 
the Lesinski bill. 

If they do, and if there are no 
other changes, the Lesinski bill 
may clear the House Labor Com- 
mittee by a scant 13 to 12 margin, 
as did the bill to raise minimum 
Wages from 40 cents to 75 cents 
an hour. That margin is too close 
to provide any comfort to advo- 
cates of the Truman labor pro- 
gram, and could be upset. 

If it gets by the House Labor 
Committee, the Lesinski bill will 
go to the floor of the House where 
there are still 226 Representatives 
who favored the Taft-Hartley bill 
two years ago. Some possibly 
have changed their minds, but 
those 226 still constitute a major- 
ity of nine in the House member- 
ship of 435. 

Martin’s Forecast. 


.No wonder, then, that Repub- 
lican minority leader Representa- 
tive Joe Martin felt justified in 
telling reporters this week, after 
the Southern Democrat-Northern 
Republican alliance had _ jelied, 
that the House would not “sharply 
modify” the Taft-Hartley law.

Its melo- 
dramatic opening was marked by 
revelations linking the name of 
the crusader, Clendenin J. Ryan, 
to the investigation of a wire- 
tapping scheme devised to “mon- 
itor” the telephone conversations 
of public officials. 

Shortly before the sensational 
disclosures, March 12, Ryan an- 
nounced he had established the 
National Foundation for Good 
Government with his personal en- 
dowment of $500,000. Heir to a 
substantial part of the $141,000,- 
000 estate of his grandfather, 
Thomas Fortune Ryan, he is a 
veteran of the Fusion election 
campaigns and reform administra- 
tioris of the late Mayor F. H. La- 
Guardia. 

Ryan's announced objective was 
to drive New York’s Democratic 
Mayor William O’Dwyer and some 
Tammany cohorts from office. He 
charged them with subservience 
to Frank Costello, former convict 
ruler of the gambling world, 
whose nation-wide operations re- 
cently were attested by the Cali- 
fornia Crime Commission. Ryan's 
efforts were also directed at civic 
betterment on a national scale. 

Outwardly unperturbed at being 
under continuing subpena by the 
grand jury investigating the wire- 
tapping conspiracy, Ryan told the 
Post-Dispatch of his return from 
private life to political combat, 
swearing he wouid never be # 
candidate for public office. Office- 
holders sacrifice the authority to 


criticize, he expalined. 


“J intend to make the Na- 
tional Foundation for Good 
Government become to political 
corruption exactly what the 
Rockefeller Foundation is to 
disease,” he said with no effort 
at concealment of his zeal for 
the enterprise. 


“We will cure the cancer by 
exterminating the causes 
through exposure. Right now, I 
am the only ‘backer’ and the 
paid staff is entirely under my 
direction. 

“We are just getting organized 
and I expect many to join me. 
If the first $500,000 isn’t enough 
to carry the plan along to that 
point, there is more where that 
came from. I expect to estab- 
lish clean government commit- 
tees in every city of the United 

wanted.

Two flying students were in seri- 
ous condition at City Hospital last 
night with injuries suffered when 
their small training plane crashed 
on a takeoff at Ross Airport, 7700 
North Broadway, early yesterday. 
The flyers were pinned in the 
wreckage, which caught fire, but 
were removed by police and fire- 
men before the flames reached 
them, 

Hurt tn the crash were Kenneth 
J. Figgemeier, 21 yeard cld, 12 
June drive, Baden Station, who 
was at the controls, and James J. 
Moon, 20, 5708 Julian avenue, Fig- 
gemeier has a skull injury, com- 
pound fracture of the jaw, a frac- 
tured left leg and lacerations of 
the face and scalp. Moon suffered 
head injuries, a compound frac- 
ture of the left leg and his right 
heel was torn off. 

The crash occurred at the end of 
a 3000-foot runway, near Hum- 
boldt street. Police, who took the 
injured men to the hospi quot- 
ed Moon as stating the plane had 
left the ground when Figgemeier 
said, “There’s something wrong.” 
The crash followed. 

Railroad men who were eating 
breakfast at the Burlington Hotel, 
209 Humboldt street, ran to the 
scene when they heard the crash, 
at 6:25 am. Moon was hanging 
out the right side of the cockpit, 


his legs pinned by the engine. 
Figgemeier was trapped on the 
left side of the cockpit, Both 
were groaning when rescuers 
arrived, 

Police of Ruskin Avenue Dis- 
trict and firemen were called and 
were attempting to remove the 
flyers without aggravating their 
injuries when spilled gasoline 
burst into flame. The rescuers 
hurriedly dragged the injured 
men out of the plane and out of 
range of the fire. Firemen used 
chemical extinguishers and a hose 
stream on the flames, which con- 
sumed the wing and fuselage cov- 
ering, leaving the twisted metal 
structure. 

Walter Ross, operator of the air- 
port and owner of the plane, said 
both Figgemeier and Moon were 
experienced private flyers, who 
were working for a commercial 
pilot’s rating. Figgemeier had 
logged 175 hours in the air and 
Moon 82% hours, Ross said. Figge- 
meier was scheduled to make a 
cross-country flight to Effingham, 
fil, and return today as part of 
his training. Ross said Moon was 
not scheduled to make the trip in 
the two-place Cessna trainer.

It has been in ses- 
sion 30 days, or 55.5 per cent of 
the days when it could have 
worked if the committees has re- 
ported out anything for it to work 
on. 

In the 30 days 156 bills have 
been introduced in the Senate and 
only 18 of them have been finally 
acted on by Senate committees. 
Only seven of these have gone 
through e perfection stage on 
the floor, the stage at which 
amendments are adopted and bills 
put into shape for consideration 
for final passage. Only two of 
the seven have been passed. Only 
one House bill has been reported 
by a Senate committee and passed 
by the Senate. . 

In the House, 238 bills have 
been introduced. Of these only 65 
have been finally acted on by 
committees. Only 30 have gone 
through the perfection stage and 
only 17 passed. No Senate bills 
Ahaving reached the House up to 
today, the House committees have 
reported on no Senate bill and the 
House has passed none. 

Comparison With 1947. 

This record may be compared 
with the opening months of the 
1947 session, a session not noted 
for particular speed. 

Up to March 19, 1947, there had 
been 50 working days, excluding 
Saturdays and ‘Sundays, and the 
Legislature had been in session 
37 days, or 74 per cent of the 50. 

In the 37 days 179 bills had been 
introduced in the Senate. Com- 
mittees had reported on 124 bills, 
108 bills had gone through the 
perfection stage and 104 had been 
passed by the Senate. In addition 
Senate committees had reported 
on six House bills and the Senate 
had passed one House bill. 

In the 1947 House in the 37 days, 
305 bills had been introduced, 127 
had been acted on by House com- 
mittees, 79 had gone through the 
perfection stage and 26 had been 
passed. In addition, House com- 
mittees had reported on 79 Senate 
bills, and 60 Senate bills had been 
passed by the House. 

In other words, Senate commit- 
tees this year have acted on only 
one seventh as many bills as com- 
mittees of the 1947 Senate. Only 
one: fifteenth as many bills have 
gone through the perfection stage, 
and one thirty-fifth as many bills 
had been passed in the Senate. 

In the House, only one third as 
many bills have been acted on by 
committees, less than half as many 
have gone through the perfection 
stage, and one fifth as many bills

Wording of the treaties, 
except for provisions against re- 
newal of German aggression, is 

_ “vague and generalized" on U.N. 
connections. 

5. Declared the authority of 
Congress to declare war “does not 
present a real obstacle to the 
pact. The United States certainly 
can obligate itself in advance to 
take such action, including the 
use of armed force, as it deems 
necessary to meet armed attack 
affecting its nationa] security.” 
Fulfillment of a treaty obligation 
as far as a war declaration by 
Congress is concerned “does not 
inhibit the United States from 
undertaking the commitment.” 

6. Stated that the United States 
should continually consolidate 
friendships and support it now 
enjoys from free and friendly na- 
tions. This should be followed 
through “peaceful means to re- 
duce the area within which any 
aggressor can effectively apply 
Pressure.” 

Yardstick for Military Aid. 


7. Said the United States will 
not carry the entire burden of 
North Atlantic security, although 
it should do its share to provide 
military assistance to other parties 
of the pact. The yardstick will be 
the over-all security interests of 
the United States. 

8. Asserted that two world wars 
have taught the peoples living on 
both shores of the North Atlantic 
ocean that their security “is inex- 
tricably linked together, that an 
attack on any one of them is in 
effect an attack on all.” These 
are the roots of the North Atlantic 


The document emphasized 
throughout the principle that firm- 
ness will increase the chances of 
gaining settlements with Russia 
through negotiation rather than 
force. 

“The parties to the pact believe 
that they have the most to lose 
and the least to gain from another 
conflict,” the document said. 

“They are convinced that, while 
defeat may mean complete dis- 
aster, even the victor in a modern 


war loses more than it gains. They | 


are convinced that war itself must 
be prevented. 

“The North Atlantic pact is their 
joint effort, in keeping with the 
spirit and obligations of the Char- 
ter of the United Nations, to in- 
gure peace and prevent war.” 

Taft Reserves Judgment. 

Meanwhile, Senator Taft, (Rep.) 
Ohio, said tonight he is reserving 
judgment on the treaty because it 
apparently would commit this 
country to the arming of western 
Europe. 

The Senate Republican Policy. 
Co chairman told report- 
ers the treaty apparently is “in- 
separable” from military lend- 
lease for Europe, and such a step, 
he has said, might increase the 
likelihood of war with Russia. 

The arms issue promises to be 
the hottest phase of Senate debate 
on the pact. Secretary of State 
Acheson said Friday night this 
country will send munitions to 
help free nations “recover their 
military strength.” The adminis- 
tration has in mind a first-year 
arms shipment program to cost 
$1,000,000,000 to $2,000,000,000. 

Senator Vandenberg, Michigan, 


tions Committee member, warned 
that the. United States would be 
“playing with fire” if it sought 
through arms shipments to “in- 
timidate” Russia or make the 
treaty into an out-and-out mili- 
tary alliance. : 

Senator Donnell (Rep.), Mis- 
souri, denounced the pact as “a 
positive commitment to go to war 
in event of armed attack against 
a signatory.” 

“IT deem it unwise 
that this nation should treaty 
enter into any moral or other com- 
mitment to go to war,” Donnell 
said. “The Constitution of the 
United States provides that Con- 
gress should have the power to de- 
clare war. No commitment for 
entry into armed conflict should 
be made by our Gévernment in ad- 
vance of the circumstances.” 


Vandenberg’s Views. 

Vandenberg called the treaty 
notice to any potential aggressor 
that “he cannot divide and con- 
quer” the western world. He said 
it “ought to stop armed aggres- 
sion before it starts.” But he add- 
ed that “the treaty should be sub- 
jected to full public. hearings 
which will totally explore it and 
all related matters, because full 
acceptance is essential to its full 
authority for peace.” 

If Taft decides to fight the 
treaty, his opposition could cause 
trouble for the Administration.

“There is a great question in- 
volved as to whether we are try- 
ing to intimidate er provoke Rus- 
sia,” George said.

Dangerous Criminals. 

“The great and truly dangerous 
criminals of the present .are the 
directing heads of the syndicates 
in control of bookmaking, slot ma- 
chines, o gambling, pros- 
titution, narcotics, the loan shark 
racket, swindling schemes, organ- 
ized murder and the host of ex- 
tortionate rackets playing upon 
legitimate business and labor in 
many fields—men almost unknown 
to the public, whose names never 
appear currently on any police. 
blotters,” the California report 
stated. 

The commission began its in- 
quiry by investigating the book- 
making racket because it was the 
consensus of police officers that 
the bookmaking racket was “the 
most menacing.” ‘ 

Bookmaking, as conducted 
throughout the United States to- 
day, the report said, “is a true 
lottery. It has only a casual and 
almost incidental connection with 
horse racing. 

“The great achievement of the 
criminal syndicates in the book- 
making field has been the organi- 
zation of off-track betting into the 
form of a lottery capable of 
monopolistic control. This Was 
accomplished by creation and or- 
ganization of a special racing in- 
formation service, carefully adapt- 
ed to the special needs of book- 


ers. 
“From the beginning, the op- - 


bloodshed, violence, intimida- 
tion, bribery and corruption.” 

In St. Louis, the Capone syndi- 
cate obtained control over Pioneer 
News Service, 


Clarence ( 
the Post-Dispatch disclosed in 
February, 1947. Owen resisted the 
Chicago syndicate until his death. 

The Capone gang took over the 
racing news service at pistol point 
in Kansas City and successfully 
invaded New Orleans, Los Angeles 
and many other cities. 

Pioneer News Service filed suit 
Friday against Southwestern Bell 
Telephone Co. in an effort to re- 
gain telephone service. Pioneer 
‘also asked for $100,000 damages as 
compensation for business lost 
since 19 of its 20 lines were re- 
moved in February, 1947. 

From information furnished by 
the Chicago Crime Commission 
and other sources, the California 
Commission reported; “It is plain 
that the ‘wire service’ and the na- 
tional bookmaking racket is now 
in the hands of the notorious Ca- 
pone syndicate of Chicago and 
other middle western cities. Con- 
trol was secured by the syndicate 
through a campaign of threats, 
beatings and shootings, culminat- 
ing in the murder of James R. 
Ragen, head of the ‘wire service,’ 
in August, 1946. 

“The Capone syndicate operates 
the wire service behind a series of 
organizational fronts posing as 
sporting. news distributors. The 
organization, which steals racing 
information from all tracks in the 
United States, transmits it to 
headquarters in Cleveland, O., and 
then disseminates the information 
over a network of wires to all 
states and even into Canada, It 
operates under the name of Conti- 
nental Press Service. The major 
part of its facilities are telegraph 
wires leased from Western Union.” 

“Weak Spot.” 

The “weak spot” in the book- 
making racket, the report con- 
tinued, “is the dependence of the 
wire service monopoly on special 
communication facilities and serv- 
ice, When the wire service is 
flourishing, racing information is 
regularly received by bookmakers 
throughout the country within a 
minute to a minute and a half of 
the time of actual occurrences at 
the track, no matter how distant 
or how dispersed the tracks and 
bookmakers may be. This extreme 
speed is essential to maintenance 
of the wire service monopoly.” 

Action in California. 

Most of the racing news by tele- 
graph has been cut off in Cal- 
ifornia as a result of the Commis- 
sion’s work but bookmakers still 
operate by using long-distance 
telephone lines. In one commu- 
nity, almost 300 telephones were 
concentrated in a small area for 
the racing news business. 

“These telephones are disguised 
under listings which appear to be 
for legitimate businesses,” the re- 
port pointed out. 

Similarly, in the Commission 
Row handbook raided here re- 
cently, 10 telephones- were found, 
several of them listed in the 
names of alleged business firms. 
And in a handbook in the 6200 
block of Bartmer avenue, there 
were 18 phones, some having been 
obtained for cosmetics firms and 
other business “fronts.” 

The California investigators 
found a “tremendous” number of 
calls placed on the 
phones used by the handbooks. In 
one instance, 620 toll calls were 
charged to one telephone in 30 
days. Another phone showed 572 
toll calls in 30 days, with 119 to 


4one number in Las Vegas. The 


mionthly bills on each of these 
phones ran from $1500 to $2000. 
In a letter to the California 
Public Utilities Commission, the 
crime investigators wrote: “The 
wire service is a huge business 
organized upon a national basis 
with the same division of function 


‘and system of organization which 


has become familiar in the mod- 
ern corporation. It has hundreds 
of employes engaged in the most 
diverse ‘activities all intended to 
achieve an object which is crim- 
inal. ... 

“The wire service has from 
time to time operated under 
different names but with no 
substantial variation in method. 
Wherever it has penetrated, its 
operations have been character- 
ized by gang warfare, intimida- 
tion and coercion, corruption, 
crimes of violence and murder 
and have been accompanied by 
a tremendous increase in viola- 
tions of the bookmaking and 
gambling laws. It has realized

“From the telegraph line from 
Chicago, the wire service trans- 
mits racing service to the book- 
maker by ordinary business and 
residence telephone service. The 
facilities are usually secured by 
applying for telephone service un- 
der false names and for purposes 
ostensibly legitimate, After in- 
stallation, numbers: of telephone 
instruments are moved ihto the 
same room, 

“It is not unusual for the tele- 
phone company or the police to 
find 15 or 20 phones moved into 
a single room. These instruments 
are operated by placing them in 
a rack directly in front of a loud 
speaker. Just before the racing 
day begins, calls are placed from 
these instruments to bookmakers 
throughout the area. 

“The telephones are placed in 
the rack and the lines are left 
open, When racing information is 
received from Chicago, an opera- 
tor in the distribution center 
reads the information over the 
loudspeaker which broadcasts di- 
rectly into the battery of tele- 
phones, with the result that book- 
makers on the telephone lines re- 
ceive the racing service instantly 
and simultaneously.” 


How Syndicate Works, 


Virgil W. Peterson, operating di- 
rector of the Chicago Crime Com- 
mission, has related how the Ca- 
pone syndicate obtained control of 
the racing news service, He said: 


“Chicago’s Capone syndicate de- 
cided (in 1945) to take over the 
lucrative Continental Press Serv- 
ice which engaged in dissemina- 
tion of racing information to 
handbooks, In the spring of 1946, 
the Capone syndicate established a 
rival wire service, the Trans- 
American Publishing & News Serv- 
ice. Some of the important in- 
dividuals In the operation of this 
service were Murray Humphries 
and Tony Accordo. (Humphries, 
known as “The Camel” imported 
some St. Louis hoodlums to assist 
him.) 

“Trans-American established its 
service in various sections of the 
United States. In Chicago, James 
M. Ragen, general manager of 
Continental Press, was intimidat- 
ed. He rushed to police and to the 
state’s attorney pleading for as- 
sistance. He claimed his life had 
been threatened by members of the 
Capone syndicate. 

“On June 24, 1946, he was am- 
bushed and shot. He died several 
weeks later. The case is stil] of- 
ficially unsolved. 

“The West Coast representative 
for the Capone syndicate’s Trans- 
American wire service was the 
gangster “Bugs” Siegel, head man 
of the $6,000,006 Flamingo Club 
gambling establishment in Las 
Vegas, Nev. 


Siegel and Costello. 
“Gambling is legal in Nevada 
and Siegel was gambling boss in 


the Las Vegas area, Siegel came 
highly recommended to the Capone 
mobsters. He had been closely as- 
sociated with Frank Costello of 
New York, who has frequently 
been referred to as the lord of the 
underworld of the entire United 
States. 

“Costello is.one of the big poli- 
tical powers in Tammany Hall. 
Several years ago in New York, 
Siegel was closely associated with 
Meyer Lansky, one of Costello's 
principal lieutenants. Together 
they operated a gang of execu- 
tioners known as the ‘Bug and 
Meyer Mob.’ 

“As West Coast representative

U.S. WILL NOT FURNISH

ATLANTIC PACT NATIONS 


WASHINGTON, March 19 (UP) 
OT a single United States 
N atomic bomb will be given 
to North Atlantic pact 
countries or ‘even be stored 
overseas for possible use in a 
hurry by American forces, it 
was learned today. 
. Neither will the number of 
United States troops overseas 
be increased. 

Instead, the United States 
will be called on to furnish an 
estimated one billion dollars to 
two billion dollars of mnon- 
atomic munitions in the first 
year of the pact’s operations. 

Most of the munitions prob- 
ably will be artillery, tanks, 
anti-tank guns and similar 
heavy military equipment used 
by ground forces. Under pres- 
ent plans the United Stateg will 
not be asked to contribute any 
strategic bombers, such as the 
B-36 and the B-50. 

England and France are ex- 
pected to furnish a large part 
of the planes, including jet 
fighters, required in the west- 
ern European defenses.

CIUDAD. TRUJILLO, Domini- 
can Republic, March 19 (AP)— 
The captain of a United States 
Navy ship apologized to Domini- 
can police today for mob violence 
stirred up by three tipsy 
American sailors. 

The actions of the men 
ashore so infuriated a crowd of 
civilians last night that they 
fought police and the United 
States shore patrol in an at- 
tempt to seize the seamen. One 
of the sailors. was accused of try- 
ing to molest a Dominican girl. . 

As police held back the mob, 
the shore patro) placed ‘the 
sailors under arrest. The crowd 
then proceeded to the harbor 
where the visiting United States 
naval vessels Burdo, Burke and 
Mt. Olympus are anchored. 

The captain of the Burdo sent 
two officers today to the office 
of Col. Luis Arzeno Colon, 
Ciudad Trujillo police chief, to 
present his apologies. Col. Colon 
previously had visited the Mt. 
Olympus, flagship of the visiting 
squadron, to urge that all 
United States sailors be kept off 
the streets to prevent further 
disorders.

EASTERN REYCH 


New State . Would Be Ri- 
val to Western Federa- 
* tien, and Be Under So- 
viet Domination.

BERLIN, March 19 (AP)—East- 
ern Germany neared the status of 
a separate nation in the Soviet 
orbit today. 

The Communist-led People’s 
Gouncil approved unanimously a 
constitution for the 20,000,000 Ger- 
mans in the Soviet zone and in 
the Soviet sector of Berlin. The

The constitution would set up 
a rival to the’ western German 
federation .being formulated at 
Bonn for the United States,* Brit- 
ish and French occupation zones. 

The Communist constitution 
says private property is guaran- 
teed—but adds that property of 
“war mongers” can he expropriat- 
ed without compensation.

have met violent opposition both

They have recommerded imme- 
diate measures which they say 
will head off any further infla- 
tion, They have also proposed 
long-term projects, such as a 
program to increase production 
capacity in certain lines. 

The council members and those 
/who support them see little chance 
‘of a serious recession this year. 
They admit that depressions al- 
ways come when one least expects 
them but they obviously will be 
surprised if one comes in 1949. 


Various Maladjustments. 
The bacteria which will even- 
tually threaten our prosperity, 
they say, are the various malad- 
justments now developing in our 
economy. 

The deadliest, as they see it, is 
the steadily diminishing buying 
power of individual consumers. 
Consumers. bought in 1948 a 
smaller share of the nation’s 
goods and services than ever be- 
fore in a peacetime year for which 
statistics are available. Consumer 
expenditures last year were only 
70 per cent of the national total. 
In 1939 they were 75 per cent. In 
1929 they were 76 per cent. 
‘Business and industry accounted 
for 15.4 per cent of last year’s ex- 
penditures—investments in plants 
and facilities. This was well above 
1939 but approximately the same 
as in 1929. 

The third category of expendi- 
tures, termed “all others” by the 
council, consists almost entirely 
of government spending. Most of 
that money went for military pur- 
poses and foreign aid. It account- 
ed for 14.7 per cent of the na- 
tion’s expenditures, This was a 
little less than 1939. But it stood 
at only 9 per cent in 1929. 

Thus since 1929 consumer ex- 
penditures have taken a big drop 
—with government expenditures 
accounting for almost the entire 
share that the consumer lost. Busi- 
ness investment stayed about the 
same.

A new reconversion could be 
comfortably managed then if in- 
dustry, which had been producing 
for the Government, just turned 
to consumer production. But coun- 
cil members think that for con- 
sumers to buy the large new sup- 
ply, they would need higher wages 
and lower prices. Many economic 
indicators show that consumers 
right now are buying about as 
much as they can afford. 

Leon H. Keyserling, vice chair- 
man of the council, recently told 
the congressional joint committee 
on the economic report that the 
business outlook at that time will 
be dampened by the decline in 
Government demand. Industry 
then will not be likely to expand, 
he said, and added: 

“Experience - indicates, rather, 
that the delay of adjustment until 
that time would result in curtail- 
ment of employment and produc- 
tion, followed by disorderly price 
breaks and a general ecoromic 
decline—the spiral of depression.” 

Business Expenditures. 

The council sees no chance ior 
increasing business investment 
taking up the slack. The ratio 
of business expenditures is already 
as high as it should be for a 
healthy economy, in the opinion 
of the council. It points out, how- 
ever, that the absolute volume of 
business expenditures probably 
should rise as national production 
expands, while retaining the same 
or a somewhat lower ratio. 

The low proportion of consumer 
spending can be laid, the council 
says, to maladjustments in the 
whole structure of national in- 
come. 

The wages of employes have 
dropped from 65.9 per cent of the 
national income in 1939 to 61.5 
per cent in 1948. It is coming 
close to employes’ income in the 
depression year of 1929, which 
was 58.1 per cent. (Most students 
of our economy, said Keyserling, 
think that the low ratio of em- 
ploye compensation in 1929 helped 
bring on the depression then.) 

Clerical and professional work- 
ers’ rea] earnings (what they can 
buy as contrasted with inflated 
dollar earnings) are now 3 per 
cent below 1938. 

No Gain in Real Income. 

Although the per capita dollar 
income of all consumers increased 
somewhat in 1948, they had no ap- 
preciable gain in real incomes, the 
President has pointed out. He also 
noted that at ‘the same time the 
national output increased almost 
4 per cent. 

One-fourth of the families In the 
lowest income brackets sustained 
@ decrease even in their dollar in- 
comes between 1946 and 1947, and 
45 per cent more of them had no 
increase of dollar income in that 
period.. Yet the sharpest rise in 
the cost of living came in 1946 and 
later. s 
The per capita income of the 
farm population was $909 in 1948, 
compared to $1569 for the non- 
farm people. This relationship is 
unsound, says the council, and it 
limits the farmer's ability to buy 
consumer goods. The council 
points out that, although the farm- 
ers’ economic position was im- 
proved from 1939 to 1946, it has 
been deteriorating since 1946. 
While farm prices have been de- 
es industrial prices were ris- 
ng. 


Factors Enumerated. 

Here are some other factors 
which the counci] considers to be 
maladjustments: 

1. While farm and some other 
prices were falling, there were 
continued increases in the prices 
of certain industrial products, such 
as fuel, lighting materials, house 
furnishings, metals and metal 
products. In January 1949, whole- 
sale prices of all non-farm prod- 
ucts equaled the record peak. 

2. Aggregate corporate profits, 
in the council's opinion, are higher 
than needed to provide incentives 
and funds for business investment. 

3. Some basic industries are not 
increasing their capacities suffi- 
ciently to attain production levels 
required for the steady growth of 
a maximum employment economy, 
says the council. It says this is 
especially true of steel and elec- 
tric power. , 

‘Leaders of both these industries 
contend that their expansion plans 
are adequate. 

What they and many other in- 
dustrial leaders are thinking, say 
council members, is that they must 
prepare for an inevitable break in 
the market, the downturn in the 
business cycle which has always 
come after wars. The idea is to 
hold back funds for a cushion and 
not be caught with over-expanded 
plants.

It was, perhaps, symbolic that Winston 
Churchill, wartime Prime Minister of Brit- 
ain, sailed for America on the day the text 
of the North Atlantic Treaty was announced. 
Chief strength of the new pact, it is obvious, 
can only be that “‘special relationship be- 
tween the British Commonwealth and Em- 
pire and the United States” which Churchill 
had advocated as far back as March 5, 1946, 
in his memorable speech at Fulton, Mo. 

In that address, Churchill had pointed 
to the dangers of Russian expansionism, 
and to the method cf guarding against it. 
To a remarkable extent, his method is now 
being followed. 

“Fraternal association,” said Churchill, 
“requires not only the growing friendship 
and mutual understanding between our two 
vast but.kindred systems of society, but the 
continuance of the intimate, relationships 
between our military advisers, leading to 
common study of potential dangers, simi- 
larity of weapons and manuals of instruction 
and interchange of officers and cadets at 
colleges. 

‘9t should carry with it the continuance of 
the present facilities for mutual security by 
the joint: use of all naval and air force bases 
in the possession of either country all over 
the world. This would perhaps double the 
mobility of the American Navy and Air 
Force, It would greatly expand that of the 
British Empire forces and it might well 
lead, if and as the world calmed down, to 
- important financial savings. ... Thus, what- 
ever happens, and thus only we shall be se- 
cure. ours@ives and able to work together for 
the high and simple causes that are dear to 
us and bode no ill to any. 

“Eventually there may -come the prin- 
ciple of common citizenship, but that we 
may be content to leave to destiny, whose 
outstretched arm sO many of us can 
clearly see.” 

Churchill is to speak again at Cambridge, 
Mass., on March 31. Perhaps he will take 
another look at the structure he had urged 
‘be built, - 

Meanwhile, though the text of the North 
Atlantic Treaty has been ‘made public, and 
acceptance of its terms by the eight nations 
involved—including the United States— 
seems to be fairly well assured, it has not 
yet been accepted. Greatest hurdle is the 
United States Senate, which must ratify the 
treaty by a two thirds vote. 

Nor does that treaty offer the “common 
citizenship’? which Churchill mentioned. Its 
principal purpose, clearly spelled out, is 
mutual defense. In a sense, it is the mili- 
tary arm of the Marshall Plan for economic 
defense. 


Joint U.S., British 


Guidance Is Necessary. 


But both military and economic functions 
of the nascent commonwealth of free nations 
must have political guidance if the whole 
structure is to hold together. That that 
guidance ‘would come chiefly through close 
co-operation between the American State 
Department and the British Foreign Office 
seems clear. Other nations in the pact, 
however, would have a full voice, and the 
machinery for political guidance would be 
the Council, to be established under 
Article 9 of. the treaty. 

The Council would consist of representa- 
tives—probably at the cabinet level—of 
each of the signers. Initially, they would 
be the United States, Britain, Canada, 
France, The Netherlands, Belgium, Norway 
and Luxembourg. In addition, Iceland, 
Portugal, Denmark and Italy have been in- 
yited to join, and are expected to accept. 

Representatives of each government 
would “represent”’ their respective govern- 
ments quite literally, at least at first. The 
Council is expected to have little autonomy 
—which could be a source of weakness and 
inability to make needed decisions speedily.

This is a steep drop 
from the calculation of the Brussels Treaty

Russia is expected to continue distracting 

American attention by redoubling the cold 
war in Europe and the Middle East, while 
digesting the colossal winnings of the Com- 
unist crusade in China, and exploiting 
them for the ideological conquest of the 
Orient, not only in south China but in Indo- 
China, Burma, Siam and Indonesia. 
Thus it is presumed that by sacrificing 
China for the time being, the North Atlantic 
powers will gain several years in which to 
consolidate strength in West Europe.

bear. If we succeed in that task, it is 
reasoned the Russians may decide not to 
attack at all, and the treaty will have 
fulfilled its preventive and therapeutic 
destiny. 

The adherence of the United States to the 
North Atlantic Pact would mark ¢ shatter- 
ing reversal of American tradition as be- 
queathed by Washington's farewell address 
of Sept. 19, 1796. Filung overboard is an 
isolationist principle 150 years old. Jetti- 
soned with it is a policy of neutrality which 
began with a declaration in 1793, during the 
wars of the French Revolution.

Its original be- 
getter is declared to have been President 
James Monroe, who served notice that the 
Western Hemisphere was closed to European 
colonization. The new pact warns Moscow 
that Western Europe is barred henceforth,

the rest of us.”

his children to inferior jimcrow schools and 
must entrust his family’s health to medical 
agencies which give them inferior services.” 
Washington, D.C. is a syimbol as well as a 
place: to date it has been a symbol of frus- 
tration to Anverican Negroes. 

Perhaps the term “equality of opportun- 
ity’’ sums up and includes all, or most of the 
things the American Negro wants. He wants 
a fair go at life; he doesn’t want to be 
penalized for what is irrelevant. The in- 
herent sense of fair play of American base- 
ball fans would be outraged if the umpire 
called a batter “out” at first base when 
ihe had, in fact, hit a home run—just be- 
‘cause the batter harpened to have red hair. 

The purpose-of a national Fair Employ- 
ment Practices Act would be to make the 
employers—who are the economic umpires— 
call the plays fairly. Or, if the economic 
umpires happened to be labor union leaders, 
they too would be required to play fair. 

People who don’t want a national FEPC 
say that it “simply wouldn’t work.’’ This is 
not a rational argument, but another way of 
saying they don’t want it to work. 

The fact is, state FEPC laws are work- 
ing in New York, New Jersey, Massachusetts 
and Connecticut—because they are enforced. 
Indiana and Wisconsin also have laws pro- 
hibiting job discrimination, though enforce- 
ment provisions are weak or lacking.

Former United States Supreme Court Jus- 
tice Owen J. Roberts and a distinguished 
growp of men including Robert P. Pattere- 
son, former Secretary of War, and Will L, 
Clayton, former Under Secretary of State, 
have formed an “Atlantic Union Committee” 
to work for full federation between this 
nation and other Western democracies, 
National sovereignty is a high roadblock on 
this avenue—but it has been attacked and 
may be again by such men of world prestige 
as Churchill. 

Certainly, the statement in Article 9 of 
the new pact, that “the Council shall set 
up subsidiary bodies as may be neces- 
sary ... leaves the door wide open for 
the establishment of a real international or- 
ganization. Such an organization, as in case 
of the Brussels Pact setup, could embrace 
economic and cultural matters as well as 
defense.

Rep. Taylor Explains 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Since there has been much discussion 
concerning the intangible tax bill No. 
114, I wish to write you this explana- 
tion of that bill, drawn and introduced 
by 138 members of the House of Repre- 
sentatives, myself included. 


Bill No. 114 is no more than a. tax 
equalization bill, and relates solely to 
the general property tax as related to in- 
tangibies as set out in our State Con- 
stitution, Artiele 10, Section 4. That sec- 
tion provides that intangibles shall be 
assessed only on the rate of yield and 
not to exceed 8 per cent of such yield. 
This bill in no wise affects banks, trust 
companies, savings and loans, building 
and loan and credit institutions. 


As a member of the Sixty-third As- 
sembly, I was & member of a special 
taxation revision committee and helped 
to write every tax and license law on 
our statute books today. This Bill No, 
114 is identical in every respect with the 
bill originally drawn by our committee 
at that time, and was unanimously 
agreed upon by all members of that com- 
mittee. Later, based on estimates of 
the probable amount of taxes that would 
be realized in this law, the rate was re- 
duced to 4 per cent on yield and cor- 
porate stocks exempted. 


Below Dr. Leoeb’s Estimate. 


Such men as Dr. Isidor Loeb and oth- 
ers. Who came before our committee in 
the House, and the Ways and Means 
Committee in the Senate, made the 
statement that in their opinion this 4 
per cent rate, with corporate stocks ex- 
empted, would return to the schools and 
political subdivisions of the State of Mis- 
souri $2,250,000 per year. Those gentle- 
men at that time made the statement 
that we should set it at that rate, use it 
as a sort of trial balloon, and if it didn’t 
bring in that amount of tax we could 
raise it later and include stocks. 


The following figures from the Comp- 
troller’s office show that the last full 
year’s tax collected was the 1948 tax on 
the 1947 earnings of the class of property 
covered by the bill, and is in the sum 
of $678,074.01, less 2 per cent which the 
State keeps as cost of assessing, levy- 
ing and collecting in the amount of $13,- 
561.63. This leaves a net return to 
schools, road districts and other politi- 
cal subdivisions of $664,512.38. This fig- 
ure in no wise compares with the esti- 
mate of $2,250,000 made by Dr. Loeb. 


The opponents of the bill on the night 
it avas argued before our committee 
criticized the Department of Revenue 
for failure properly to enforce the Act. 
Let me inform your reading public that 
the Department of Revenue is doing 
everything possible under conditions of 
the new Constitution and the laws passed 
by this Assembly to assess, levy and 
collect this tax. But the very Constitu- 
tion that sets up the intangible .proper- 
ties and names a method of assessment, 
levying and collection hinders them, and 
in no wise should they be blamed. 

It was brought out before our com- 
mittee in 1945 that we should get rid 
of.the old law taxing a principal amount 
of intangibles and the members of our 
committee agreed that the old method 
of taxation of intangibles was in some 
cases confiscatory. The people who ar- 
gued for the 4 per cent rate of levy and 
the exemption of corporate stock made 
the statement they believed the people 
would come nearer turning in their 
property for taxation purposes. 


One of Fairest Laws. 


In summing up, may I say this: I 
believe in equalization of taxes as re- 
lates to individuals or corporations. I 
also believe in an equalized rate of tax 
oh any kind of property except that 
specifically exempted under the State 
Constitution. It is my honest opinion 
that it is one of the fairest tax laws 
ever passed in the history of the State 
of Missouri, and the biggest handout 
ever given to the owners of money and 
bonds and stocks because of the fact 
that during any year in which you have 
no yield you pay no tax. 

Yet the man who lives across the street 


from the intangible owner, with children . 


to educate, pays taxes on his home and 
his. automobile and other tangible prop- 
erty; and is paying for the education of 
school children who belong to parents 
who might own millions of dollars’ worth 
of corporate stock. I think at the pres- 
ent time there has been introduced in 
the House of Representatives a proposed 
amendment to the State Constitution 
which will, if adopted by the people, 
throw us back to the old system of the 
face value of your note or security. 
Therefore, I think it would be good 
business, on the part of all intangible 
owners, to accept the provisions of Bill 
No. 114 in its entirety, and would still 
realize how fairly they have been treat- 
ed as to the general property tax levied 
for school and political subdivision pur- 
poses. Corporations in Missouri pay in- 
come tax on all net earnings at a flat rate 
of 2 per cent but individuals also pay 
income tax, and in some cases at a rate 


of 4 per cent. 
They Should Not Holler. 


If those people wish to confuse income 
tax with this bill that only deals with 
@ general property tax, let me remind 
them that Missouri today sets a flat in- 
come tax rate of 2 per cent on net earn- 
ings, while at the same time Missouri in 
some cases sets a rate of 4 per cent on 
individual earnings. Certainly these peo- 
ple cannot holler discrimination there 
and they shouldn’t mention or bring up 
the subject of income tax. 

We, as members of the Legislature, 
have a difficult problem in trying to 
help St. Louis and Kansas City and oth- 
er large cities finance their school pro- 
grams. It might be well that the people 
of the large cities examine the record, 
and if they did. they might not so 
thougnteany criticize Bill No. 114, 


CECIL T. TAYLOR, 
Member, House of Representatives, 
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Air Force Questions 


As the time draws close for Congress to allot 
funds to the armed services, the Air Force man- 
ages to hold the limelight. It took the center of 
the stage on March 2 with the B-50’s 94-hour 
refueling flight around the world. There fol- 
lowed the 9600-mile non-stop, non-refueling 
flight of a giant B-36 with a five-ton bomb load. 

The world being in its present uneasy state, 
it is good to know that the Air Force interprets 
its big bomber feats as proving it can drop an 
atomic bomb “any place that would require an 
atomic bomb.” 

Unfortunately, it can be said that Russia might 
also be able to drop a bomb—possibly even an 
atomic bomb—any place Russia might feel re- 
quired a little obliteration treatment. During the 
war, Russia appropriated three of our B-29s 
which landed in Russia. In 1947 they came out 
with the Tupolev TU-70, apparently copied from 
the B-29, 

As Carl.Spaatz, wartime head of the Air Force, 
said; “By copying the B-29 and not waiting five 
years to produce: a more advanced strategic 
plane they have come immediately into posses- 
sion of an intercontinental carrier for their 
atomic bomb if—and when—they get it.” 


There seems to be no reassurance in reason- 
ing that planes as huge as TU-70s, B-50s and 
B-36s are big targets and are very vulnerable 
when unescorted by fighters. Far from it. 


For instance, Gen. Hoyt Vandenberg empha- 
sized in a New York speech last month that 
radar guidance of interceptors now in use to 
bombers at 40,000 feet is extremely_difficult, and 
that the thin atmosphere is such a handicap to 
a jet’s speed and maneuverability that the at- 
tack becomes at best a chase with odds heavily 
favoring the bomber. 

A New York Times story from Eglin Base in 
Florida states that tests in which “three standard 
types of jet fighters attempted to intercept B-36s 
proved to the satisfaction of tHe Air Force that 
jets as now designed in this country are inade- 
quate bina combat at altitudes of 40,000 feet or 
more.’ 

So, if our bombers can me anywhere it would 
be foolish not to assume that Russian bombers 
also can go anywhere. It may be remembered 
that not long after Pearl Harbor it was learned 
that Jap fighters were superior to ours instead 
of being mere baling wire and bamboo contrap- 
tions. And since our jet fighters are practically 
helpless at 40,000 feet would they not be equally 
so against Russian bombers in the same thin air? 


The President’s Air Policy Commission, in a 
most searching document released Jan. 13, 1948, 
and known as the Finletter report, recommended 
a preparedness program to be completed before 
the end of 1952 “when serious danger of atomic 
attack will exist.” It stressed economy, yet said: 
“No concession should be made from the prin- 
ciple that our military establishment must be 
adequate for the defense of the country.” It 
added that bombers “are subject to interception 
by the faster moving jet fighters, and in other 
ways. But they will not be intercepted except 
by an alert and ready force in being.” 

Time is short. It takes four to seven years 
for a new type plane to get from blueprinf tp 
production line, according to the Finletter re- 
port. The picture of the big bomber immune 
in thin air to jet interceptor has been cre- 
ated. Is this bogey as bad as it is painted, or 
is it exaggerated to influence Congressmen? In- 
stead of long hops and globular refueling, a 
calm reassessment of the situation in the light 
of the Air Policy Commission's studied report 
might be gratifying to the public and informa- 
tive to Congress. 
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Maury Maverick’s Pearls 

The harried thousands who have had to grope 
for meaning in the officialese of Washington's 
administrators called Maury Maverick blessed 
when—with Rabelaisian contempt—he de- 
nounced this assault on decent English as 
“gobbledygook.” 

- But the administrative composers of directives, 
questionnaires, interpretations, amended inter- 
pretations and revised interpretations are not 
the only Washington sinners against the lan- 
guage. Consider their sworn enemies on Capitol 
Hill, the congressional orators. Against the ad- 
ministrators’ obscurantism, these legislators 
marshal the most agonizing bombast and hot air. 

It is patently unfair that these men should be 
able to shout “gobbledygook,” and that their 
victims should have no comeback in kind. Since 
Mr. Maverick is an eminently fair man, this 
must have troubled him. So he now steps for- 
ward to balance the scales. For the sheer emp- 
tiness spread over pages and pages of the Con- 
gressional Record, he offers an apt and lilting 
descriptive: parliamentary “‘bullibaderos.” 

That word is enough to convince one that 
even-handed Justice has stepped down from her 
idle pedestal in the form of an ex-Congressman 
from Texas, a man to be called twice blessed for 
these beautifully matched pearls: “gobbledy- 
gook” and “bullibaderos.” 
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Road Plan Snipers 

The legislative sniping at the proposed 10- 
year state road program has started. The Quinn 
plan to enlarge the State Highway Commission 
and to have its members selected on a regional 
basis was a rather indirect shot. It would not 
touch the program itself, but it would cripple 
it considerably by making the highway commis- 
sion an arena for conflicting sectional demands. 
It works on the theory that the larger the com- 
mission, the narrower its vision. What Missou- 
ri needs is vision broad enough to take in its 
whole road system. 

Representative Taylor of Shelbyville now has 
trained his bazooka directly on the program. He 
would limit the proposed 2-cent gas increase to 
four years. It so happens that, under the pro- 
gram, some 15,000 miles of rural farm-to-market 
roads would be added to the permanént re- 
sponsibilities of the State Highway .Commis- 
sion in those four years. Thus, the Taylor amend- 
ment would saddle the commission with these 
roads and then deprive it of the funds necessary 
for their maintenance—and for. the construc- 
tion of other rural roads as needed. 

On its face, the Taylor scheme hardly merits 
serious consideration. And there are sugges- 
tions in Jefferson City that it was not too seri- 
-gusly proposed. There are hints that it is a 
mere stalling device to prevent adoption of the 
10-year plan before another constitutional 
amendment akin to the rejected Curry seheme 
can be slapped together. 

The opposition of the Missouri Farmers’ Asso- 
ciation, one of the big gasoline dealers in the 
state, lends additional support to this notion. Its 
president, F.. V..Heinkel, has threatened to sub- 
mit the plan to the voters in a referendum if 
it is adopted. He also argued that an increase 
in road funds ought to be turned over to the 
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political county courts to be used as they see 
fit. This is the Curry scheme all over again. 

If the special interests which backed the 
Curry proposal think they can get away with a 
repeat performance, they might meditate for a 
few moments on the more than 200,000 votes 
by which they were defeated last November. 
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Mao Raises His Fist 


Raise your fists, new China will de ours! 

The man who says these words is a peasant in 
his late 50s with an almost effeminate face, 
long black hair parted in the middie, and warts 
on his chin. He is talking to another peasant 
in a rice field, and chewing watermelon seeds 
and red peppers as he talks. He is Mao Tze-tung, 
the Stalin of China, ruler of more than 200,- 
000,000 Chinese and well on his way to rule of 
all China. 

What manner of man is this who ‘has now be- 
come one of the most powerful men in the 
world, although his name is almost unknown? 
He is a boy with wild, uncut hair and burning 
eyes sitting in the library of Peking University 
reading, with Thomas Wolfe’s own avidness, 
Marx and Engels and Sun Yat-sen. 

He is a man stooped, drab, a cap on his head, 
a cape thrown round his shoulders, talking to 
his followers on a bare plain as his shadow 
lengthens in the sunlight and in the destiny of 
China. 

Above all Mao is a superb politician. He is 
learned enough to be the foremost Marxist theo- 
retician in his country, simple enough to be able 
to explain it in Pai Hua, the people’s language. 
He is orthodox Communist enough to have made 
the Soviet Union always his guiding star—devia- 
tionist enough to have challenged the party’s 
choice of the industrial worker as the source of 
its strength and to have turned the choice to 
the peasant instead. 

He is democratic enough to have established 
in the villages of the countryside their first gen- 


uine beginnings of self-government—and he is . 


enough against the democracies to call on the 
world’s revolutionaries to unite against “Ameri- 
can imperialism and its-running dogs.” 

By a series of strange chances this Chinese 
peasant who set out to become a teacher has 
become, instead, an ideologist, taught by his 
adversities to be tough and effective. Every 
characteristic of leadership, Mao possesses. His 
purpose is unflagging, though 140,000 of his fel- 
low Communists were killed in Chiang Kai-shek’s 
purge 22 years ago, though his wife and sister 
were put to death, though he himself narrowly 
escaped Chiang’s death-cell by bribery. He led 
the terrible 6000-mile-long march of the Com- 
munist hordes to sanctuary in northwest China, 
an act which established his unquestioned Jead- 
ership. 

If any man can reconcile Communism, with 
its political mystique, to China, with its emphasis 
on practicality, Mao Tze-tung is that man. It is 
because the complexities of China are summed 
up in him that he is potentially so dangerous. 
But dangerous to whom? To the western de- 
mocracies? Perhaps; he has denounced China’s 
compacts with them. To Russia? Perhaps; it is 
already asked whether he is to be another Tito. 
There are no simple declaratory answers about 
Mao because he is not a simple declaratory per- 
son. Whether we like him or whether we do not, 
what he is doing in China is furnishing history 
with one of its most fascinating personalities. 
As he himself wrote: 


Even Genghis Khan knew only to shoot 
vultures with his arrows and bow. 

These men are gone. 

To choose the truly brilliant heroes 


We must wait and see the present. 
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Why Not Back Up the UN? 

The Senate Foreign Relations Committee made 
a mistake, it seems to us, when it refused to 
authorize the withholding of Marshall plan aid 
from any nation which violates a UN Security 
Council order. 

Perhaps such action by the United States 
should not be made mandatory, but surely the 
President and his advisers on foreign policy 
should be free to resort to it when it seems to 
them necessary. 

An unwarranted snub to the UN is implied in 
the committee’s decision. It is as if the Sena- 
tors had said to the Security Council: “Enforce 
your orders as you can; they are no concern of 
ours.” Where does this leave the moral obliga- 
tions which the United States assumed when it 
invited the nations to San Francisco in 1945? 

There is also a more specific issue involved. 
The Netherlands Government has been violating 
a Security Council order in Indonesia. Its harsh 
action against the East Indian Republicans 
stirred general indignation in this country and 
raised a widespread demand that the flow of 
American dollars to The Hague be stopped until 
a more reasonable attitude is adopted there. 

This is an eminently fair way of reminding the 
Dutch that they are lowering the prestige of 
democracy, undermining collective security and 
playing into Communist hands. Though the com- 
mittee seems to feel this is not Washington's 
concern, we hope the Senate as a whole will dis- 
play greater wisdom. 
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Keynes Upside Down 

Conservatives like Senators George and Taft 
are unhappy, the Alsops write, because they 
must either raise taxes or see the country go 
on a spree of deficit spending for defense, Mar- 
shall plan and military aid, etc. The Alsops 
add: “Except for the convinced Keynesians, 
who view increases in the vast public debt with 
equanimity, this is a frightening prospect.” 

The statement is unjust to the memory of 
John Maynard Keynes and it beclouds the actual 
situation of these persons. The Keynesians ad- 
vocate spending to pull out of depression, but 
true followers of the British economist also 
espouse government surpluses in boom times. 
Keynes himself was a consistent Keynesian 
when he fathered “forced savings” during the 
war—that would be returned to taxpayers after 
the war to sustain purchasing power. 

The trouble is not that Keynes has been fol- 
lowed these last few years but that he has not 
been followed. President Roosevelt was a sound 
Keynesian in wanting stiffer wartime taxes, but 
the Tafts and Georges blocked that. Harry Tru- 
man was a true apostle in vetoing last year’s tax 
cut, but the Tafts and Georges licked him. 

The Keynes principle of contracting and ex- 
panding the public budget to counteract ups 
and downs of business is the great economic 
invention of this century. But the politicians re- 
fuse to follow through. The “liberals” are too 
liberal to. acknowledge the need to reduce 
spending in boom time. The “‘conservatives” are 
allergic to spending a government dollar at any 
time. They are upside-down Keynesians with a 
genius for making matters worse: by trying to 
‘increase taxes in depressions and slash them 
when business is ntaniaricns the perilous crags 
of inflation. 
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China Conquers’ 


Her Conquerors

While the dust is settling in China, as 
Secretary Acheson puts it, let us reflect 
again on Communism there, It has been 
our thesis that what is happening in that 
great country is another immense convul- 
sion in the travail that China has been un- 
dergoing since the T’aip’ing Rebellion of 
1850-1864. 

The travail developed out of the impact 
of Western ideas and institutions upon 
traditional China. For a matter of 40 cen- 
turies prior to the 
T’aip’ing rising, China 
had absorbed every- 
thing and everybody 
that came-in contact 
with China. Its me- 
tabolism is a histori- 
cal phenomenon. 

From the Nestori- 
ans and the Jews to 
the Great Khans and 
the eighteenth cen- 
tury Russians — in- 
truders disappeared 
into the maw of China. The last spectacle 
of the sort was the swift and remorseless 
way that the Chinese softened the invad- 
ing Japanese. 


They Aren’t Like Russians 


In this respect the Chinese are marked- 
ly different from the Russians, who under 
Peter the Great were particularly aggres- 
sive, and were in turn overthrown and run 
by the peripheral peoples they had con- 
quered, For the Bolshevist revolution came 
from outside the true Russia, and Stalin 
himself, like Hitler in Germany, is a for- 
eigner in the country he dominates. 


The revolutionary force which is keeping 
China in a ferment requires a catalytic 
agent in the form of a leader. None since 
the T’aip’ing leader, Hung Hsui-ch’uan, has 
yet measured up to the titanic task, and 
even Hung was frustrated after 15 years 
of conflict by foreign intervention on the 
side of the decaying Manchu dynasty of 
China. 

Will Mao Tze-tung be the catalytic agent? 
The watching eyes of the world are waiting 
for an answer as they follow Mao’s Com- 
munists in process of taking over this an- 
cient subcontinent. 

Mao is a Marxist, having learned Marx 
in Chinese translation, and seems to be an 
authentic practitioner of the party line, as 
well as a devoted believer in the Lenin- 
Stalinist ideology. But if he turns out like 
Hung (a Christian whose Christianity must 
have appalled the missionary home in which 
he learned it), he will be a curious Com- 
munist, indeed. 


Manchuria, Apple of Discord 


However, the policy-maker is mainly in- 
terested at present in the question about 
his leadership—whether he can first win 
contro] and then keep it. One thing only is 
clear: all China takes a lot of conquering, 
especially in view of the many factions in- 
volved in the struggle, for they are by no 
means limited to Nationalist and Commu- 
nist; Whether Mao is the man is by no 
means clear. 

Reports are that in the areas Mao has 
absorbed there are signs of administrative 
talent in Mao’# organization. This is what

Hung lacked, and Mao, moreover, seems to | 


have a Chinese gift for compromise, tem- 
porary or otherwise, as well as a modern 
genius for guerrilla warfare. But conclusive 


evidence ofthe requisite statesmanship for 
unifying China is still absent. 

Will Soviet Russia help Mao to complete 
his task or be asked for help? Either is 
doubtful. 

Soviet Russia got badly stung in the in- 
tervention of 1927, and, besides, the oldest 
state in the world is like the world’s new- 
est state of Israe] in that ft is in a fever of 
nationalism, and this does not comport 
with subservience. This nationalism is en- 
hanced, moreover, by irredentism. 


Let us never forget that Nationalist and 
Communist in China are one in their anxie- 
ty to win back Manchuria, and there is only 
one “treaty of national betrayal” left for 
the liquidation that Mao calls for, to wit, 
the Sino-Soviet treaty of 1945. Thas it is 
not strange that the Kremlin has been rath- 
er quiet about Communist successes in 
China, and that it has ordered its embassy 
in Nanking to follow the rump of the 
Chiang regime to Canton, being the only 
embassy to shift. 


Stalin Isn’t Wading In 


Moscow, too, wants to see the dust set- 
tle before involvement is risked. It is 
nonsense to say that Stalin has hitherto 
given Mao anything substantial in the way 
of assistance. 

There is another factor to ponder, and 
that is that Chinese civilization is more 
alien to Communism than is any other civi- 
lization. In this connection we cannot do 
better than cite the.comment of Dr. Wel- 
lington Koo, China’s Ambassador to Wash- 
ington, to the Lytton Commission in 1931: 

“More profound causes account for the 
Chinese aversion to Communism. At first 
Communism has a certain mystic halo 
around it. It is a belief, and for some of its 
followers a religion. But the Chinese 
brought up in the positivist and pragmatic 
philosophy of Confucius are not mystical 
at all. The human element always ulti- 
mately triumphs over the speculative ele- 
ment, 

“Mysticism is an innate spiritual dis- 
position. It cannot be created in a milieu 
which is unfavorable to it. Even when the 
Chinese is carried away by a fit of pas- 
sion, his strong common sense comes back 
to him after a period of mental unequilib- 
rium, and he again lives in his traditional 
concepts.” 


Way to Commit Suicide 


If all this adds up to a potential Tito 
situation, well, that is merely the addition 
of ineluctable present-day facts. 


Mao, to be gure, has denounced Tito, but 
pronunciamentos in China are stylized af- 
fairs, as when a Chinese government abol- 
ished illiteracy by pronunciamento, A pa- 
per blast against Tito is thus not particu- 
larly significant. 

It is like figuring out how far the tide 
is going to flow to figure out the future of 
China. But what may be hazarded in front 
of a dust that has a Gobi density is that 
we are not witnessing in China foreign 
tyranny that is being imposed upon the 
Chinese people, that the Western world is 
facing a phenomenon more Chinese than 
Russian, and that the convulsion cannot be 
understood outside the context of Chinese 
history. |

They are 
likely to find themselves branded 
as Yankee collaborationists who 
have sold out to or have become 
the victims of United States im- 
perialists. 

Pro-Red Professors’ Role. 

The chief sparkplug of such 
propaganda and abuses is the 
Partido del Pueblo, a small but 
militant Communist-front political 
party.

‘also had the tacit support of his 


brother, Harmodio, and the open 
support of Harmodio’s sons, two 
of whom were candidates for 
Congress on their uncle’s ticket. 
Elections were held on May 9 
of last year. The unofficial count 
of the votes was known within 
a few days after the election and 
indicated thai Arias had won, but 
the National] Electoral Commission 
juggled the ballots for two months 
more. It threw out so many of 
the votes for various alleged ir- 
regularities that one day Domingo 
Diaz would appear to be the win- 
ner and the next day Arias. 
This brought on threats from 
the Arias opposition and retalia- 
tions from the pro-government 
and pro-Diaz elements. Finally 
the feeling burst into riots and 
bloodshed. The government de- 
clared a state of siege and began 
arresting followers of the opposi- 
tion. Arias and many of his lead- 
ers fled into the Canal Zone. He 
finally flew to Costa Rica, then to 
Mexico, declaring that his life 
was in danger. 
Meantime President Jimenez 
called Congress into session to 
Settle the matter. The legislators 
surprised Jiminez and voted to 
oust him. The Supreme Court 
immediately declared the Congres- 
sional Act unconstitutional, where- 
on the police intervened, defied 
Congress, and announced that 
they were backing the President. 
Finally Diaz was declared the 
winner and was inaugurated on 
Oct. 1. 


Political Prisoners Freed.

good deal more tolerant than the 
rulers in many other Latin Ameri- 
can countries. He has pardoned 
all political prisoners, forgiven, if 
not forgotten, his opponents, and 
even permitted Arnulfo Arias to 
return to the country, with the 
promise that he keep quiet. 

So far Arias himself has said 
nothing, but the Nationalists and 
anti-United States elements are 
again active. The Communists 
are grinding out new propaganda, 
and the government and the 
police keep vigilant watch for 
untoward events. 

Economic conditions in Panama 
City and Colon, especially among 
the merchants, shop keepers, 
proprietors of honkytonk bars and 
bars and restaurants, who prosper 
only when there are large military 
forces in the Zone, are 
growing serious. 

Since the war United States 
Army, Navy, and Air forces have 
been reduced to a skelton. The 
refusal of the Panamaian Con- 
gress to ratify the bases agree- 
ment, permitting us to occupy the 
air bases, particularly the great 
Rio Hato airfield’ thirty-five 
miles from Panama City, made it 
necessary to shift practically all 
air forces to oth Caribbean 
bases.

Plans are already under way 
looking to the possibility of open- 
ing up a new Isthmian waterway 
in Colombia south of the Isthmus 
of Panama, by connecting up two 
large rivers that flow down re- 
spectively to the Pacific and the 
Atlantic, United gptates and Co- 
lombian engineers are making a 
joint survey of the proposed new 
route. 

At any rate Panama’s economic 
future, insofar as the United 
States and the Canal Zone are 
concerned, is not promising. The 
Diaz Government and many lead- 
ing Panamanians are now anxious 
to reopen negotiations for a treaty 
covering the now unoccupied air 
bases; but it is no longer as im- 
portant as it once was to have 
them, and there is every reason 
to believe that any resumption of 
negotiations would be accom- 
panied by a storm of protests on 
the part of the extreme Nation- 
alists and certainly the Commu- 
nists would be more active than 
ever. 

Who but they, or their masters, 
could profit more from political 
turmoil on the Isthmus and the 
failure of Uncle Sam to have 
greater canal facilities or at least 
better means for the proper de- 
fense of the present facilities? 

Some wise Panamanians have 
long believed that the welfare of 
the country would be more ef- 
fectively served by placing less 
emphasis on advantages received 
from the Canal Zone and more on 
native agriculture and stock rais- 
ing They would encourage large 
foreign concerns to expand the 
production of bananas, hemp, and 
other tropical products in the 
north.

Here Albert Jolivet farms 90 
acres of fertile land, as his father 
ins before him. Over the years 
he has not done badly, but this 


year he expects to do even better, 
for he has a new tractor, thanks 
to the Marshall plan. 

Jolivet would be incensed if he 
were to be asked to think of the 
tractor as a gift. He paid for it 
in hard cash, more than 500,000 
francs. Nevertheless, whether he 
realizes it or not, it is only be- 
cause the European Recovery Pro- 
gram is in operation that Jolivet 
was able to turn his francs into 
a new American tractor. 

For months his name had been 
on the lists of the agents for the 
American company in Wisconsin 
that manufactures it. The trouble 
was he could pay only in francs. 
The American company did not 
want francs, since it can neither 
buy its raw materials nor pay its 
workmen in francs. But neither 
could Jolivet convert his francs 
into dollars. Joilvet, in short, was 
trapped in the dollar famine. 

How Problem Was Solved. 

In the normal course of affairs, 
there was no solution. Fortunate- 
ly for Jolivet, the United States 
and 16 European nations had de- 
cided to alter the normal course 
of affairs. The United States 
asked these nations to itemize their 
needs and promised to co-operate 
by taking care of the dollar pro- 
gram. . 

After a good deal of pulling and 
hauling, and a tew occasions on 
which the United States had to 
step in, the nations drew up their 
bill of particulars. One of them 
was France's: It listed the things 
France needed most for recon- 
struction. There was nickel and 
lead and cadmium, streptomycin 
and cotton. One item on the list 
was tractors. Jolivet’s tractor 
was among them, although he did 
not know it. 

When the plan was approved, 
the General Confederation of Ag- 
riculture—a business organization 
of French farmers—was told’ that 
a certain number of tractors had 
been approved, The confederation 
met, and allocated the total num- 
ber by districts. District meetings 
were held, to allocate the tractors 
to individuals. 

Many Applicants on List. 

There were many names on the 
list in the district of Cher, more 
names than tractors, but Jolivet 
is a good farmer, with a fine rep- 
utation, and his application was 
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ENTREVIN, France.

one of the oldest. It was quickly 
decided that Jolivet was entitled 
to a tractor. He was notified. 
He paid down the requisite num- 
ber of francs to the agent of the 
tractor company in Paris. The 
tractor company turhed over the 
francs to the French Government. 
In America, the United States Gov- 
ernment turned over the equiva- 
Jent sum, in dollars, to the com- 
pany. On Jan. 6, the S.S. Cape 
Race reached Le Havre with 209 
tractors on board. On Jan. 7, 
Jolivet’s tractor was packed into 
a boxcar and dispatched to Paris. 
Six days later it arrived at the 
company’s headquarters in Plaim- 
pied for a finel check-up. On the 
14th it was rolline along, under its 
own power, the 15 miles to Joli- 
vet’s farm. 

That afternoon Jolivet got his 


tractor. 
Heart of Marshall Plan. 

But what of the francs lying 
in a Paris bank and the dollars 
that the United States paid out? 

That is the heart of the Mar- 
shall plan. The dollars that the 
United States paid out come from 
the pockets of the American tax- 
payer, his contribution to the re- 
building of France, and the re- 
building of a peaceful world. He 
does not get the money back al- 


though there is hope that he will. 


get more than good value for it 
in stability and peace. 

The francs, according to the 

Marshall plan agreement, may be 
used by France for internal recon- 
struction. Jolivet’s francs, which 
have already bought him a trac- 
tor, will also buy him electric pow 
er, and good roads, and new water- 
ways. These francs — called the 
counter-part fund — stay in their 
own country, where they are of 
value, and build the country back 
to strength. 
‘ This is an actual case of the 
working of the Marshall plan. In 
one way or another, all Marshall 
plan goods take a similar course. 
If France and all Europe have 
planned wisely, by 1952 they will 
need it no more. 

By re-equipping themselves, they 
will have cut down their needs 
from America. Jolivet’s tractor 
will enable him to grow more 
cereals, and the more cereals he 
grows, the less his country must 
pay for in dollars. Jolivet’s francs 
will build French industrial po- 
tential, so that it can make goods 
to sell to the United States for 
the dollars that it still needs.

Into Dollars 


It’s the Americans 
Who Pay, in a Sharp 
Deal From Trieste 
to Athens. 


By GEORGE WELLER 
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ITH the idea that the dollar 
is as good, or almost as good, 
‘as military means for com- 
batting Communism, the United 
States, under the Marshall Plan, 
is paying to uphold several econ- 
omies in the Mediterranean area. 
For a man in Trieste—let us say 
he is a Greek and call him Kalli- 
opoulos—there is plenty of money 
to be made out of the situation. 
Kalliopoulos is a descendant of 
those fast-thinking Greeks who 
built the insurance business of 
Trieste, cutting sharply into 
Lioyd’s of London. With the 
American taxpayer building huge 
new docks in Trieste, and ocean 
liners to be given to the Italians, 
things are looking fine for him. 
To a Kalliopoulos, when things 
look fine, that means they can 
look better. So Kalliopoulos takes 
his Italian passport and goes into 
Yugoslavia. He says nothing 
about being a Greek, but simply 
points to his passport and Trieste, 


his birthplace. 


From 

He buys lumber from Tito. He 
buys thousands of feet and has it 
brought to the sea and ships it 
to Trieste. Then he buys a few 
hundred parts from those thou- 
sands of vehicles provided by 
American lend-lease, now rotting 
in desert lagers from Egypt to 
Tehran. Also, he buys textiles and 
cocoa. 

What the Yugoslavs do not 
know is that Kalliopoulos has in 
his pocket a contract to sell the 
lumber to Greece. Such knowl- 
edge could be awkward inasmuch 
as the Yugoslavs are supplying 
the materials of war for the Greek 
guerrillas who are trying to over- 
throw the Athens Government. 

Now Kalliopoulos goes to Ath- 
ens. Italians are still unloved in 
Greece, so his Italian passport 
stays in his pocket and he is 
Greek. 

“Your lumber is waiting,” he 
tells the Athens Government, 
“and some auto parts, cotton and 
cocoa. How about paying me my 
money?” 

The Greeks will pay, yes. In 
drachmas. In pounds. In lire. But 
not in dollars. 

Kalliopoulos rants; he pleads— 
the lumber is eating off its head 
in Trieste—he must have dollars. 
But Greek has met Greek. Sorry. 
No dollars. 

The Search Begins. 

Kalliopoulos now leaves Greece 
and starts wandering around the 
Mediterranean, trying to find 
someone who will show him a 
way out. 

He tries Rome, showing his 
Passport to the Government. 
“What, give dollars to help the 
Greeks? Nothing doing.” — 

He tries the Americans. Will 
they not buy all his stuff in 
Trieste and present it to the 
Greeks? After all, the Americans 
are always giving away things. 
The whirring American bureauc- 
racy throws him off. No, no dol- 
lars. “You'd have to be processed 
in Washington.” And Washington 
is too far away. 

Kalliopoulos is filled with a pa- 
triotic rage against the Yugoslavs, 
who have sold him their lumber 
which he now cannot dispose of. 
In a burst of energy, he hires a 
small freighter and tells the cap- 
tain to load the Trieste lumber, 
take it to Greece and dump it on 
the docks. When the cargo is 
delivered, Kalliopoulos goes back 
to Greece. 

Waving his contract, he throws 
himself on the mercy of his 
countrymen. “You must do some- 
thing!” he cries. “After all, I am 
a Greek! The Slavs cannot be 
allowed to do this to us!” 

That does it. The Greek Gov- 
ernment pays him—in Truman- 
plan dollars. Having the $557,000 
snug in his pocket, Kalliopoulos 
goes “home” to Trieste.

|’ 1630 the dying Lady Ar- 


bella Johnson wrote her sis- 

ter from the New World and 
referred to her friend Phebe 
Honeywood: “She hath, I con- 
fess, been inspiration to me — 
having a most sturdy courage to 
surmount any disaster and fol- 
low her man anywhere, and 
found a lasting home... It is 
such as she who will ‘endure in 
my stead, to fulfill our dream of 
the new free land...” , 


It was a simple yeoman’s 
daughter, Phebe, who had 
brought the andirons from Eng- 
land and placed them in her hus- 
band’s, Mark Honeywood, new 
two-room cabin built on the 560 
acres of land that was to become 
Marblehead. And it was this 
woman of “sturdy courage’ who 
turned the enlarged house into 
an inn after an accident crippled 
her husband. It was designated 
“The Hearth and Eagle’ and it 
was to become both home and 
livelihood for the succeeding 
generations of Honeywoods. 

By the middle 1800s Marble- 
head had become a thriving fish- 
ing village, and the Inn, ram- 
bling at odd angles from crude 
annexations, was the oldest 
building in the town. But there 
were no more male Honeywoods 
to carry on the line—only Hes- 
per, daughter of the inadequate, 
last Honeywood (forever en- 
grossed in writing a rhymed his- 
tory of the town, titled ‘‘Marble- 
head Memorabilia’) and his re- 
sourceful wife, Susan, who ran 
the inn. 

Yet as Hesper lived out her 
life in and out of Marblehead it 
was her weak father’s strong ad- 
monition that she remember all 
the other sorrowing ones who 
had met and lived above their 
sorrow in this house that forti- 
fied her.

T was with an acute aware- 
| ness of the impending fate 

of death and yet with a faith 
in a spark that he might have 
ignited to outlive individual life 
that Morris Raphael Cohen wrote 
the prologue to his autobiog- 

raphy in the summer of 1940. 

In this spirit of hope of endur- 

ing worth this volume is pub- 

lished posthumously to rekindle 

“efforts after things that are of 

perennial worth.” 

Here is the journey of a 
dreamer, a dreamer who trav- 
eled from the poverty of the 
ghettos of Minsk to become best 
loved among liberal American 
philosophical minds. It is the 
story of the fullness of a life, of 
friends .and minds that have 
mattered, and of experience in 
reading and study that made 
Morris Cohen what he was and 
what he was able to produce, I 
is the story, too, of Jews in 
America, of thirsts for knowl- 
edge and a place, and a hope 
through such institutions § as 
City College in New York. 

Cohen, whose intellectual sal- 
vation had come through City 
College, became to America and 
the world one of the greatest ex- 
amples of the ministry of teach- 
ing, one of the “greatest of dy- 
namic philosophic minds, one of 
the most erudite in the theory 
of law, one of the most tenacious 
and courageous of liberals, and 
one of the greatest influences on 
American culture. 

Throughout his life Cohen 
protested the difficulty of easy, 
natural flow of speech and writ- 
ing; yet here in a manner that 
is characteristic of his incisive 
style he has in a single volume 
pieced together significances that 
characterize a lifetime of work 
and struggle. 

Cohen's background is the 
background of the Jewish immi- 
grant. Coming to this country 
at the age of 12 with naught but 
a Yiddish tongue and a Hebrew 
background, he was recognized 
for his brilliant and analytical 
mind by the democratic City Col- 
lege. From thence -he grew. 
Cohen was but an example of 
his generation of Jews with a 
zeal to know, to rebel, and to 
reform. 

It was in these early days of 
intellectual awakening that he 
met Mary Ryshpan, his life’s 
comrade and companion in the 
pursuit of knowledge that to 
them meant the only hope for 
a liberal world. It was in these 
early days, too, that he came 
under the influence of Thomas 
Davidson, the founder of the 
Breadwinners School, who fost- 
ered in Cohen a’ real desire to

N the foreground of Cohen’s 
| life stood City College which 

sustained him for most of 
his life. In the background 
stood his parents—the patient, 
suffering Abraham Mordecai Co- 
hen and keen-minded, ingenious 
Bessie Farfel Cohen — and all 
the rich culture of the heritage 
for which they stood. Surround- 
ing Cohen were the many great 
minds by whom he had been 
recognized. While rooming with 
Cohen during his work on his 
Ph. D. at Harvard, Felix Frank- 
furter engendered in him his 
great interest in the theory of 
jurisprudence. 

Albert Einstein, Oliver Wen- 
dell Holmes, Benjamin N. Car- 
dozo, Harold J. Laski, Louis D, 
Brandeis, and Arthur S. Meyer 
were but a few of the illustrious 
names around Cohen. While lec- 
turing in schools such as Har- 
vard, Columbia, Yale, Stanford, 
Johns Hopkins, and the Univer- 
sity of Chicago he captured many 
followers among his students; 
his popularity among students at 
his own City College had become 
legendary. 

Cohen’s philosophical life re- 
volved around the works he 
meant to leave to ‘posterity. 
These were the ends of the 
dreamer’s journey. Although he 
lamented the unfinished char- 
acter of all human effort he 
could look to such works as 
‘Reason and Nature,’ “Law and 
the Social Order,’’ “An Introduc- 
tion to Logic and the Scientific 
Method,” “Preface to Logic, 
and “The Faith of a Liberal” as 
completed tasks. He also knew 
that soon to be published were 
“The Meaning of Human His- 
tory,” “‘Juristic Studies,” ‘‘Stud- 
ies in Philosophy and Science,” 
and “Reflections of a Wonder- 
ing Jew.’ 


His life was not sweet and 
peaceful; he carried on his 
shoulders all the oppressions of 
Jews the world over.

STUDIES IN PHILOSOPHY AND

HILOSOPHY may seem to 

p to some readers, as it did 

to John Selden (in “Table 

Talk’) “nothing but discretion.” 

Others may call it, as did Shake- 

speare’s Friar Laurence, “adver- 

sity’s sweet milk.” To many a 

weary seeker for the truth re- 

putedly the special province of 
philosophy, this ‘“‘métaphysical 

science” has often seemed a 

jungle of jargon, an obscurantist 

nightmare, a semantic play- 
ground. 


But not in the work of Morris 
R. Cohen. If anyone may wear 
the badge of Baconian approba- 
tion—‘Writing maketh an exact 
man’’—it is Prof. Cohen. Here 
is none of the relentlessly tech- 
nical terminology that peppers 
much ‘“expository’’ prose and 
often makes meaning vague and 
Truth a wraith; none of the lan- 
guage that ls mere “ceremonial 
gesture.”’ 


Morris R. Cohen, born in Rus- 
sia, was from 1912 to 1938 pro- 
fessor of philosophy at the Col- 
lege of the City of New York, 
and then went to the University 
of Chicago. As a visiting pro- 
fessor of philosophy at Harvard, 
Stanford, Yale, and St. John’s, 
he made his name synonymous, 
for listening hundreds, with 
vigor and clarity. His earlier 
books, like the one noted here, 
reveal a mind at grips with dif- 
ficult subject matter, but master 
and illuminator of it. His death 
in 1947 left a regrettable gap in 
the ranks of American philoso- 
phers. 


“Studies in Philosophy and 
Science’ is a posthumous collec- 
tion (assembled, apparently, by 
the author’s son, Felix S. Cohen) 
that makes more accessible than 
heretofore a body of essays writ- 
ten after 1910. Students and 
admirers of Morris Cohen will 
be the warmest welcomers of this 
volume, but speculative and re- 
flective readers generally will 
find in it invigorating evidence 
of why, to the author, “to philo- 
sophize has always seemed .. 
as natural and desirable in itself 
as tao sing, to dance, to paint or 
mold, or to commune with those 
we love.”

THE PROBLEM DRINKER, by Joseph 
Hirsh. (Buell, —. ss Pearce, 


New York, 211 pgs., 
T HE cather” of 7 is volume 


qualifies for. the task by 

his service as Public Health 
and Sanitary Corps officer dur- 
ing the late war, director of 
Medical Administration in the 
Veterans Administration and 
through his activities as a mem- 
ber of the Research Council on 
Problems of Alcohol. He has 
written a good and solidly vali- 
uable book, taking as his leit 
motif the fact that the sorrow 
and disgrace resulting from prob- 
lem drinking lies not so much 
at the doors of the drinkers as 
it stems from the bitterness, ig- 
norance and prejudice underly- 
ing the attitude of the public 
toward these victims. 

This myopia of the public be- 
comes the more deplorable when 
one realizes, from  Hirsh’s 
studies, that it results in a na- 
tional economic loss of approxi- 
mately a billion dollars annually. 

The author develops and au- 
thenticates the facts that the 
so-called problem drinker is a 
sick man, whose cure can be ac- 
complished not through the 
agency of moral legislation such 
as our recent noble experiment 
with national prohibition, but 
only through such expedients as 
medical research, education of 
the public, adequate machinery 
of prevention and a scientific 
knowledge of how people func- 
tion, how alcohol works, what it 
does and what it can do for 
human beings. 

The author, furthermore, 
makes clear that although prob- 
lem drinking is, in reality an ill- 
ness, it is not a single illness 
like tuberculosis or typhoid fev- 
er. It does not run a recogniz- 
ably common or universal course 
and no single effective treatment 
can be prescribed in all cases. 

The author might have clari- 
fied the subject measurably, had 
he sloughed the phrase “problem 
drinker,” substituting in its 
place the word alcoholic. By 
adopting such a change, he 
would have escaped the confu- 
sion incident to his use of the 
ill-defined ‘terms that he scat- 
ters through his text. One be- 
comes more or less bewildered in 
the attempt to differentiate be- 
tween problem drinkers, exces- 
sive drinkers, true alcoholics, 
symptomatic drinkers, occupa- 
tional drinkers and compulsive 
drinkers.

HE author deals lucidly with 
T the problems involved not 

only in its abuse; but also in 
such basic considerations as the 
physiological action of alcohoi, 
the misconceptions of the general 
public: concerning it as food, 
drink and intoxjcant, the unsatis- 
factory status of treatment for 
alcoholism, even in spite of the 
conquests made both by modern 
psychiatry and by Alcoholics 
Anonymous. It is significant to 
note that Hirsh believes that we 
are, at this day, entering into a 
period of better understanding 
of this devastating chapter ‘of 
living. 

A no less significant item in 
this treatise is the note of com- 
passionate understanding that 
pervades it. As one reads one 
grows more and more to associ- 
ate the views of the author 
with Joaquin Miller's:

HE mh ge study of 
7 the American press in a long 
time, that by Oswaid Garri- 
gon Villard published five years 
ago, bore the ominous title, 

“The Disappearing Daily.” It 

dramatized an able critic’s find- 

ing that while total newspaper 
circulation is growing in the 

United States, this greater cir- 

culation is concentrated in fewer 

newspapers. 

Mr. Villard’s cheerless title is 
fully confirmed by Herbert 
Brucker, editor of the Hartford 
Courant, in a new and selective 
inventory of our daily journal- 
ism. The Connectieut editor's 
study of census figurés shows 
that the number of daily news- 
papers reached its peak, 2600, in 
the 1910 census, and steadily de- 
clined to 1769 dailies in 1947. 
(Since 1947 there have been such 
notable casualties as the Chicago 
Sun and the New York Star— 
or PM.) 

In fact, to find a census with 
as few dailies as the number in 
1947, Mr. Brucker had to go 
back to 1890 when there were 
1610. But that is only a half 
view of the decline. The 1610 
dailies in 1890 served 63,000,000 
people for an average of 25 
dailies per million population. By 
1947 the popukktion was 143,- 
500,000 so the 1769 dailies two 
years ago meant an average of 
only 12 dailies per million 
people. 

The peak was reached in 1900 
when there were 29 dailies for 
every million. To get an average 
number of dailies per million as 
low as that in 1947, it is neces- 
sary to turn back almost a cen- 
tury to before the Civil War.

A municipal newspaper, run by 
a city like a power plant, is one 
such alternative. Another is a 
yardstick newspaper—a kind of 
TVA in journalism. Still others 
are an endowed press, a labor 
press, a church press, a press 
without advertising and a profes- 
sionalized press, with strict 
qualifications for staff positions. 
For one reason or another, 
most of these alternatives fall 
short. Mr. Brucker looks most 
favorably toward a plan of fi- 
nancial management which puts 
control in the hands of a wide- 
spread group of “the men who 
get out the paper.” This may 
possibly, so he thinks, offer “the 
most hopeful approach to the 
freedom of information that is 
mandatory for our society be- 
cause there are now so few out- 
lets of popular expression in pro- 
portion to population.” 
* * +. 
UT whatever the faults of 
B, anerican journalism, and 
the ills which come with con- 
centration of ownership, news- 
papers in this country look 
mighty well when seen in terms 
of the press in the world general- 
ly. The second book listed above 
is a comparison of the press in 
the leading countries, together 


with a discussion of the profes- 
sional practices and rules set up 
by governments. 

Dr. Rothenberg, who is a con- 
sultant of the UN, with special 
reference to the Geneva Confer- 
ence on Freedom of Information, 
shows that there is no solution 
in subsidizing the press. His re- 
view of the subsidy practices in 
France and other countries 
should make it clear that there 
is no hope for improvement in 
the gratuity. 

This careful student also 
comes .to the conclusion that it 
is foolish to consider banning 
advertisements. He says that 
such a course would “not only 
mean the loss of important read- 
ing, but also amount to eco- 
nomic suicide.”

bP: HE third book is a collection

WASHINGTON, March 19 (AP) 
—The risk of childbearing reached 
a new low in the United States in 
1947, the Public Health Service 
.said today, 

But the risk for the non-white 
races of this nation, it added, was 
three times that for white women. 

The “maternal mortality” rate, 
declining steadily since 1933, was 
1.3. per 1000 live births in 1947, 
a with 1.6 in 1946 and 6.2 


The 1947 rate for white women 


was 1.1 per 1000 live births, that 
for non-white women 3.3, In 1933 
the comparative rates were 5.6 
and 9.7. 

Despite a record high of 3,876,- 
000 births in 1947, the deaths in 
or soon after childbirth, or from 
diseases of pregnancy, were 175 
fewer than in 1946. The 1947 
“maternal deaths” totaled 4978, of 
which 3555 were white women. 

By states the maternal mortal- 
ity rates ranged from 0.6 deaths 
per 1000 live births in Minnesota 
to 2.6 in Alabama, Mississippi and

The jury recommended 10-year 


prison sentences for Police Chief 
Isachar Combs, 28-year-old law 


enforcing veteran of World War 
II, and Policeman Lewis Deaton, 


82. They were accused of killing 


Bryan Middleton, restaurant 
owner, in a wild-shooting street 


battle last Dec, 17, 


The jury’s verdict left Evarts, 
southeastern Kentucky coal min- 
ing town, without a police chief 
for the sixth time since early 
August. 

One of the chiefs was shot and 
killed. Another reported he was 
shot at from ambush. A third 
one was discharged for being in- 
toxicated and the fourth one said 
he résigned because of threats he 
received. 

Combs, the fifth one, said when 
he took office he proposed to stay 
and “clean up” Evarts if authori- 
ties wanted that done. 

Special Judge B. B. Snyder of 
Williamsburg said state law pro- 
hibits bond for the two officers 
because their sentences would be 
in excess of five years in prison. 
Defense counsel] said a new trial 
will be sought. 

City officials at nearby Evarts 
said no steps have been taken yet 
to fill the police chief's post. Both 
Combs and Deaton remained on 
duty following their indictment 
on a murder charge after Mid- 
dleton’s death. 

Judge Snyder ordered all spec- 
tators searched before the trial 
opened yesterday. Officers found 
only four pistols, two on Combs 
and two on Deaton. They were 
relieved of their weapons before 
the trial opened. 

The two officers testified they 
went to Middleton’s restaurant to 
serve @ search warrant on him a 
few minutes before the shooting 
started. Both men told the jury 
Middleton met them in the street 
outside his resaurant and fired the 
first shot. 

Witnesses for the commonwealth 
testified yesterday Deaton fired 
the first shot and Middleton fell 
wounded on the sidewalk. Deaton, 
standing in the street, was struck 
in the hip and witnesses testified 
he continued to shoot until his gun 
was emptied. 

One witness testified Deaton re- 
quested another pistol because “I 
want to shot him again” and that 
Combs gave his assistant another 
loaded pistol. 

Middleton, 48, and member of a 
widely known Harlan county fam- 
ily, died within a few moments. A 
physician testified he found nine 
bullet wounds in Middleton's body, 
four of them in his back. 

Middleton was under indictment 
on a charge of murder in con- 
nection with the fatal shooting of 
former Evarts Police Chief E. J. 
Baumgardner. Baumgardner, a 
former county police chief, was 
one of Combs’s immediate prede- 
cessors at Evarts. 

Following Combs’s arrest he re- 
turned to his police duties and 
said he proposed to stay there as 
long as the law-abiding citizens 
wanted him. Deaton also returned 
to duty following his recovery 
from pistol] wounds.

Woman, Roomer Fteed in Shooting, 
Meat Cleaver Killing of Husband 


Jury. After 26 Hours of 


Deliberation Says Wid- 
ow May Have Acted in 
Self-Defense. 


LOS ANGELES, March 19 (AP) 
—Mrs,. Betty Ferreri and Charles 
Fauci, a roomer, were acquitted 
today of charge of murdering her 
Playboy husband. ‘ 

The trial of Mrs. Ferreri, 26 
years old, and Fauci, 35, who lived 
at the Ferreri home, lasted six 
weeks. A jury of five women and 
seven men returned its verdict 
after 26 hours of ‘deliberation. Five 
ballots were taken. 

The prosecution charged Mrs. 
Ferreri and Fauci plotted the 
death of Jerome Ferreri, 32. It 
contended they made a handyman 
at the residence, Allan Adron, the 
“fall guy” by inducing him to fire 
at the husband, 

Adron has pleaded guilty but 
claimed insanity and will be sen- 
tenced later. Mrs. Ferreri, the 
state charged, struck her husband 
20 times with a meat cleaver. 

Jury Stand on Self-Defense. 

Jury Foreman Charles J. Raggio 
said tbe jury could not accept 
Prosecutor J. Miller Levy’s con- 
tention that Ferreri was helpless 
on the floor of the butler’s pan- 
try when his wife struck him, 

Instead, said Raggio, the jury 
felt the existence of a reasonable 
doubt and had to consider that 
Mrs. Ferreri, who testified she 
turned over all her $100 weekly 
earnings as a carhop to her un- 
employed husband, may have act- 
ed in self-defense. Testimony that 
Ferreri beat his wife three times 
the day of the killing, last Oct. 
26, was a big factor in the jury’s 
considerations, he said. 

In his final argument Prose- 
cutor J, Miller Leavy charged 
Mrs; Ferreri was afraid of losing 
her husband. When she hacked 
him with the meat cleaver she 
was carrying out a plot and was 
mo: acting in self-defense, he 
stated. 

Testimony of Roomer. 

Fauci was accused of furnish- 
ing the pistol used in shooting 
Ferreri. 

Fauci, a decorator-painter and 
distant relative of the victim, de- 
nied he took part in any plot. He 
said the pistol was taken from 
him by Adron. 

The Ferreri case was replete 
with lurid testimony. The young 
widow asserted her husband had 
beaten her frequently during 
their married life and brought 
numerous women to their home 
for illicit romanees. 

Mrs. Ferreri, who fainted sev-

She told reporters she was £0- 
ing first to the Old Plaza Mission 
Church to give thanks for her 
acquittal and then would go with 
her lawyer to a nearby restaurant 
“for a good stiff drink.” 

Absent from the courtroom were 
Ferreri’s parents, although they 
were in constant attendance dur 
ing the trial. Friends said they 
were too upset to stand further 
excitement. -

U.S. ROCKET TESTS 
IN AUSTRALIA SAID 
‘TO BE PLANNED

SYDNEY, March 19 (UP)—The 


Sydney Sunday Sun said tonight 
that the United States would test 
rockets with atomic warheads on 
a rocket range In central Aus- 
tralia. 
America also will use the range 
for the development and testing 
of other long range weapons, the 
Sunday Sun said in a Canberra 
dispatch. 

An agreement giving the United 
States use of the range in con- 
junction with Britain and Aus- 


stood to need more space than 
that available at its range in New 
Mexico. 

“American scientists have been 

hampered by the fact that the 
latest two-stage rockets at their 
maximum distance would have 
landed in inhabited areas beyond 
the New Mexico range,” the dis- 
Patch said, 
Under the direction of British 
experts, considerable progress is 
understood to have been made in 
construction of the range, which 
will cover 2700 miles, including a 
1300-mile landing stage.

NEW YORK. March 19. 
HE toast of Broadway these 
days is a tall, gaunt, 33-year- 
old playwright who looks like 
a young Abe Lincoln, 

He is Arthur Miller, author of 
“Death of a Salesman,” an un- 
orthodox drama that has sent the 
usually unruffled New York 
critics scurrying to dictionaries 
for new stocks of superlatives. 

His play, about the break-down 
and suicide of a 63-year-old sales- 
man who, after worshipping ma- 
terial success throughout his life- 
time, abruptly is confronted with 
the fact that he and the two be- 
loved sons he has reared in the 
same faith are failures, has been 
hailed as “a great play of our 
day,” “a rare event in the the- 
ater,” a “play to make history.” 

Although “Salesman” is stark, 
uncompromising tragedy and has 
inspired an unprecedented flow 
of audience tears, theater patrons 
have indorsed the critics’ ap- 
praisal where it counts most—at 
the .box office. 

Even before the play had 
opened on Broadway, on the basis 
of glowing word-of-mouth reports 
of a two-week try-out in. Phila- 
delphia, New York show shoppers 
began to queue for tickets. There 
was fully $250,000 in the till, a 
record-shattering ‘amount, before 
the first New York performance. 

When the curtain fell on the 
Philadelphia premiere of “Sales- 
man” amid tears, applause and 
bravos, playwright Miller, at the 
rear of the house, felt only an 
immense sense of relief, 

When | Philadelphia newspaper 
reviews ccrroborated the audi- 
ence’s thumbs-up reaction, the 
lanky six-foot-two-and-a-half inch 
writer celebrated—cautiously — by 
buying two pipes. 

Not that he was unmoved. by all 
the tumult and shouting. 

“But,” he hastened to point out, 
“this is a strange business. You 
can’t allow yourself to take the 
point of view of the audience too 
much. The important thing is to 
determine if you've accomplished 
what you set out to do.”

In “Death of a Salesman,” the 
black-haired, brown-eyed Miller 
has translated his theories into 
actuality. Though the play uses 
only a single set—a remarkable, 
skeletonized affair by Jo Mielziner

present to various periods of the 
past. 

Says .the piaywright: “We'’— 
that’s Miller and director Elia 
Kazan—‘“decided to use a combi- 
nation of movie and radio techni- 
ques which have almost unlimited 
stage possibilities. 

“The theater is 30 years behind 


the times in taking advantage of 


microphones and other modern 


developments. 

“There’s no reason scenes can’t 
be played offstage, in an airplane, 
wherever people secretly talk, or 
anywhere else the playwright 
wishes.” 

The play, he reports, originally 
bore a subtitle which will be re- 
stored when the play appears in 
book form: “Certain private con- 
versations in two acts and a re- 
quiem.” re 

Besides ignoring the _ classic 
unities, “Salesman” has been 
written “symphonically,”. says 
Miller, “with major themes and 
minor themes, culminating in a 
requiem which is a recapitulation 
of all the themes.” Specially- 
composed incidental music points 
up this treatment. 

Miller began the drama last 
spring at his “summer home”—a 
one-room cottage which he - built 
with his own hands at Roxbury, 
Conn.—while completing an en- 
‘tirely different play, “The Hook,” 
on which he had been working for 

a year. 

‘Td. had ap idea about tragedy 
for some time,” he recalls. - 
edies are usually based.on great 
issue. which rarely occupy the 
minds of average citizens. I was 
intrigued by the thought of 
writing a tragedy of. common- 
places, based on the sort of things 
people really think about,” 

At about 7-one night he felt an 
urge to write a few pages of dia-

ILLER ts a trifle awed by the 
M play’s terrific emotional im- 
pact on audiences. It “killed” 
director Kazan at some of the re- 
hearsals, he reports, and the superb 
ensemble playing of Lee.J: Cobb, 
who plays the salesman; Arthur 
Kennedy* who piays the elder son, 
and other members of the com- 
pany “got me at the first rehears- 
als —not at the tense, emotional 
scenes, but at.odd and unexpected 
moments.

a $500 campus prize with his first 
attempt at playwriting, although 
his previous knowledge of the 
theater was limited to one play— 
“It was called “The Fog, and 
there was a scene, I remember, in 
the rocking hold of a ship with a 
cannibal toting a bomb.” He had 
also read some Shakespeare and a 
few modern dramas. 

Miller's college-written play, 
“They, Too, Arise,” was subse- 
quently staged in the west by the 
Federal Theater. While an under- 
graduate,. Miller garneréd two 
more playwriting prizes—for $500 
and $1250. , 

Shortly after his graduation in 
1938 he married fellow student 
Mary Slattery and proceeded to 
New York where he worked brief- 
ly as a writer on a WPA ‘theater 
project. After 18 months of hand- 
to-mouth existence, he ‘turned to 
radio plays, which he didn’t like, 
but which kept him solvent for 
five years while he continued his 
efforts at serious writing. 

His first Broadway play, “The 
Man Who Had All the Luck,” 
opened in November 1944 — and 
promptly closed fivé days later. 
The critics could detect no po- 
tentialities in the author. 

The same year he completed a 
novel, “Focus,” whith was -pub- 
lished with considerable success 
the following year. While await- 
ing its publication, he was hired 
to -write the original screen story 
for “The Story of G.I. Joe,” based 
on the life of war correspondent 
Ernie Pyle. His training camp re- 
search for this stint was embodied 
in a published diary, “Situation 
Normal.” 

His second Broadway play, “All 
My Sons,” hailed by critics and 
audiences, but not nearly so lavish- 
ly as “Salesman,” was written in 
conventional style. 

“TI was thinking of constant 
time and place transitions even 
then,” says Miller, “but felt I had 
to perfect conventional technique 
first. ‘Sons’ was an exercise as 
much as a creative act.” 


Freud-conscious observers have . 


been quick to point out that 
“Salesman,” like Miller's «two 
previous Broadway plays, stresses 
a father-son conflict, but the 
playwright laughingly denies that 
any similar stress has ever ex- 
isted in his own family. 

“As a matter of fact,” he says, 
“my father and J] get along un- 


usually well. He’s the only man 
I know whom I never had an 
argument with. I don’t think I 
could write about a real conflict 
in my own life, I'd feel: too in- 
tensely about it, 

“Of course,” he adds enigmat- 
ically, “these father-son conflicts 
might represent the transference 
of another conflict.” 

What sort of conflict? Miller 
couldn’t say. “I've never been 
psychoanalyzed.”

Lester C. Hunt Might Not Now Be 
Serving His State in Washingtonlf He 
Had Not Worked Hard and Studied 
Hard as a Young Man in St. Louis

WASHINGTON, March 19. 

HE United States Senate is 

T known as the most exclusive 

club in the world. The mem- 

bership is limited to 96, two seats 

being reserved for each state in 

the union. The honors and privi- 
leges are many. 

Americans are notorious the 
world over as club members, as 
joiners. Across the seven seas 
there formerly was a saying that 
if two Britons met they would 
form a club; if two Americans 
met they would sing spirituals. 
That no longer is exactly true; 
nowadays if two Americans meet 
they form a club and sing spirit- 
uals gimultaneously. 

Americans , ge stand being 
lonely, except in the company of 
each other. This helps to make 
the Senate the perfect club. Hach 
Senator is a forlorn figure, com- 
pelled to stand on a political preci~- 
pice every six years, but having 
the satisfaction of realizing that 
if he has to jump into the abyss 
of private life he will be taking 
somebody along with him. 

No one can buy his way into the 
Senate, though some have tried. 
Nor can one buy an extension of 
one’s lease ‘f the people turn 
thumbs down. For many junior 
Senators, their chosen club turns 
out to be a one-way street, a dead- 


end for them. 


Despite its occupational] hazards, 
the United States Senate is the 
dream home of millions of Ameri- 
cans. Business men, who have 
been too busy making millions to 
find time to run for the White 
House, often find they can spare 
six years for the right wing of 
the Capitol. 

Lawyers, dentists, etc. likewise 
are willing to sacrifice themselves 
for the nation’s weal.

HAT does it take to make a 
Senator? The answer is not 
easy. 

Consider the case history of 
Lester Calloway Hunt, the new 
Senator from Wyoming. Hard 
work and hard study entered into 
his rise to the Senate, as they do 
in most such cases. But there 
were all sorts of odds and ends 
as to defy any prescription for 
success—his own strong right arm 
as a baseball pitcher, his father's 
loss of an arm as a railroad brake 
man, ,his father’s friendship for 
another one-armed brakeman, his 
willingness to walk across the 
Eads Bridge every day and night 
while wor for a railroad in 
Illinois and studying dentistry in 
St. Louis, his love for a girl in 
Wyoming, etc. . 

Dignified white-haired Senator 
Hunt—all Senators should be dig- 
nified and white-haired, er- 
ably—was born in the little ois 
town of Isabel, in Edgar County, 
near the Indiana border. He got 
as far as high school at Atlanta, 
Ill, before his pitching arm at- 
tracted attention. Young Hunt 
pitched his school to a champion- 
ship and this led to summer en- 
gagements in the Illinois semi-pro 
leagues which took him as far 
afield as Peoria. 

Meanwhile, there was ferment 
in Wyoming. The range town of 
Lander, Wyo., was unknown to 
fame except that it sent its pitch- 
ing star Jim Scott direct from 
Lander’s sandlots to Chicago's 
Comiskey Park where he be- 
came a star curver of the Chicago 
White Sox. His successor, Greasy 
Farthing, also went to the White 
Sox. 

Lander, Wyo., was desolate. 
Baseball was its only recreation 
except for hunting and fishing. 
Charley Thomas, the Lander base- 
ball manager, heard somehow of 
“Les” Hunt and wired for him to 
come out and pitch the Fourth 
of July game. Hunt hesitated— 
on such matters do Senate seats 
turn. He had never pitched to

wired funds for both “Les” and 
“Mugs” to see Wyoming on the 
Fourth. . 

“Lander was baseball mad,” 
Senator Hunt recalls. “It was a 
range town at the foot of the 
mountains. The saloons were open 
all night. The gambling houses 
never closed. I was 18 years old 
then. I stayed all summer. Be- 
tween games I tended bar.” 

That was in 1911, The popular 
“Les” Hunt kept returning to 
Wyoming, summer after summer, 
to-pitch baseball for Lander. 

After two years at Wesleyan 
University, Bloomington, Ii. 
young Hunt wanted to study med- 
icine, but he could not afford it. 
His father was a small-salaried

station agent for the Vandalia 
railroad whose life had been filled 
with misfortune. He had worked 
as a brakeman and had lost his 
right arm; he taught himself te- 
legraphy and qualified to become 
an agent. One of his brakemen 
friends, name of Fitzpatrick, lost 
his left arm in a similar accident, 
taught himself telegraphy, and 
wound up as East St. Louis sta- 
tion agent. 

Senator Hunt recalls that his 
father would buy a pair of gloves 
at Christmas and send the right 
glove on to friend Fitzpatrick; 
the next year Fitzpatrick would 
buy a pair and send the left glove 
along to his friend Hunt.

F such trifles are Senators 

made, for when young Hunt 

decided to become a dentist by 
working his way through St. 
Louis University, his father wrote 
to Fitzpatrick at East St. Louis, 
and Fitzpatrick put the ambitious 
youth to work on the railroad. 

“I went to work trucking freight 
out of cars at the inbound plat- 
form of the Vandalia railroad at 
the east end of Eads Bridge,” Sen- 
ator Hunt remembers. 

“Afver a hard day at dental 
college, I worked from 3 p.m. until 
11 p.m., six days a week. Sunday 
mornings I would hurry over to 


some days I would work a whole 
day for 7 cents. However, I 
averaged about $30 a month, 
equivalent to $90 today. 

“Life was hard in those 
but life was easy, too.

You know, it was an 
old custom in South St. Louis to 
scrub the stone steps out front 
every Saturday.

As Governor of the 
Bucking Broncho State, he learned 
how to get along with Republi- 
cans.

An hour later 
He ranged the Twelve in a circle 
around Him, as they stood on an 
unfrequented part of the pebbly 
shore of the lake. 

A hybrid crew those twelve! 
Derived from incongruous sources! 
Yet Jesus informed them that He 
had chosen deliberately, and that 
His official mission must begin 
at once, with the death of John 
the Baptist. In the language of 
that day the term apostle meant 
“one who is sent,” and applied 
especially to couriers who Carried 
letters from rulers or others in 
authority. Explicitly He named 
His Twelve as Messengers. He 
would send them out to preach, 
promising that they, too, should 
heal sicknesses and cast out de- 
mons. 

They followed Him, as He made 
His way along the shore, healing 
many along the way, until the 
press of people grew so large that 
once again He took refuge in a 
fisherman’s boat. The time had 
come when He and His chosen 
dozen must put the multitudes off 
from them and be alone together. 

The time had come to make one 
speech to these Twelve that would 
sum up all His teachings, a com- 
plete and formal statement of His 
message, which the Apostles 
would learn by heart. 

As the disciples sat on their 
heels in a ring around Him, He 
began to teach. There was never 
heard in this world, before that 
day of divine revelation, or since 
a more concise or orderly state- 
ment of a universal philosophical 
system; nor has there ever been 
another such chart of human be- 
havior. Here was all the soul 
needed to know of God and crea- 
tion and daily life, of today and 
hereafter. Here, too, were the 
most audacious promises ever 
made to humanity; the good news 
of eternity according to Jesus 
Christ. 

He began by telling them how 
a human being could be happy 
in his life on this earth. There 
were only eight rules one had to 
follow and one would be blessed, 
rules to keep that man serene and 
capable in the midst of any 
disaster. 

x* * « 


HE eight rules, which were to 

be called the Beatitudes, were 

simple and wise but admittedly 
difficult to follow. The way to 
destruction was broad and invit- 
ing; the way to glory, straight and 
narrow. First of all the rules was 
that a man must be poor in spirit; 
he must be gentle, . practicing 
humility, not heady and proud and 
arrogant; if one had succeeded in 
some great task, he was not to 
sit and gloat and brag, but must 
go right on, planning another job, 
a harder and better one. 

In the second rule a man must 
be meek; that was not to be a 
cringing coward but to believe in 
the goodness of God and in the 
friendliness of the universe, even 
when the soul is suffering and 
can see no reason why it should 
suffer; the rule meant acceptance 
of God’s will. 

To mourn, too, would be a third 
blessing, but happiness would 
come, not in feeling sorry for our- 
selves so much as in feeling com- 
passion for others and trying to 
help them. 

Again the dynamic follower of 
His message would hunger and 
thirst after justice and righteous- 
ness; not merely in a legal sense 
but in a desire to understand and 
follow the laws that govern life 
_— that are part of the will of 


We must also be merciful; so 
will we earn mercy for ourselves. 
And who shall not need it? 

Those shall be happy, too, who 
are clean and pure of heart; Jesus 
promised them that they would 
see God. But He meant what He 
said in the fullest sense: purity 
meant more than just a lack of

Again, those who were persecut- 
ed for the sake of justice, for the 
teachings He gave them — they, 
too, would be happy, for theirs 
was the Kingdom of Heaven. 

“And,” He finished with the last 
beatitude, “blessed are you when 
they shall revile you and persecute 
you and speak all that is evil 
against you, untruly, for My sake. 
Be glad and rejoice, for your re- 
ward is very great in heaven.” 

To the gasping Twelve Apostles, 
there to learn their immortal les- 
son, He said they were not to re- 
sist evil. Not to resist evil? No, 
bewildered Twelve, and bewildered 
posterity, you are not to resist. 
When you learn that force is not 
the answer to force, peace will 
come to the world; never until 
then. That is true in your private 
lives as well; if a man punches 
you on the right cheek, don’t hit 
him back; turn the left cheek to 
his fist! 
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ESUS was fulfilling the old law 
J wits a new and gracious expan- 

sion. Twelve listeners, get it 
straight and clear: if a man takes 
away your coat, give him your 
vest as well. And if, under the 
cruel and oppressive laws of this 
occupied land, a Roman soldier 
compels you to walk with him a 
mile, carrying his shield and 
sword in the hot sun, go with him 
another mile, freely given when 
you don’t have to. : 

A light of understanding was 
shining on the faces of the listen- 
ing Twelve. Thus a man could 
make himself free; the giving of 
more than required did that—the 
new, astonishing, wholly Christian 
doctrine of the law of surplus 
service. 

With a sense of increasing-pow- 
er and glory they heard Him go 
on to the golden rule that a man 
must do unto others as he would 
have others do unto him—an im- 
provement over all similar state- 
ments because it was positive, 
dynamic like Jesus himself. They 
were to give, when asked to give; 
lend, when asked to lend; and 
whereas the old law allowed one 
to love his friend and hate his 
enemy: “I say to you that hear, 
love your enemies, do good to 
them that hurt you, and bless

them that curse you, and pray for 
those that calumniate you.” 

The whole design of,a man’s life 
should be to accumulate the treas- 
ure, not of time but of eternity. 
To do this he should love God 
and serve Him and nothing else. 
It was a basic mistake to let the 
exigencies of the world center on 
moral decisions; if God feeds the 
birds and clothes the flowers of 
the field more richly than the 
glory of Solomon, His earthly chil- 
dren should have confidence that 
He will care for them as well. 


“Oh, you of little faith!” ex- 
claimed Jesus sadly, when He had 
reached this point. “You must 
seek first the Kingdom of God 
and His righteousness, and all 
these things shall be added unto 
Ee Nag

ROM the comfort of this great 
promise, He passed on to 
others, even more audacious. 

“Ask and it shall be given you. 

“Seek and you shall find. 

“Knock and it shall be opened 
unto you. 

“What man is there of you, who, 
if his son asked for bread, would 
give him a stone? If you then, 
being evil, know how to give good 
gifts to your children, how much 
more shall your Father in heaven 
give good things to them that 
ask Him? Therefore, all things 
whatsoever you would that men 
should do to you, do you even s0 
to them; for this is the law and 
the prophets.” 


All these things and more Jesus 
explained to the Twelve as they 
sat around Him on the ledge of 
the mountain overlooking the dis- 
tant lake. The sun vanished be- 
hind the waters, the gloaming 
came and deepened, and a little 
scimitar moon began to rise as He 
told them that only by prayers 
could a man find the strength to 
live a life like that. And how 
should a man pray? Not with the 
vain repetitions that had bored 
and disillusioned him in his child- 
hood, but remembering always 
that God the Father already knew 
the needs of His children and the 
form of their prayer therefore 
should be. 

“Our Father who are in heaven, 
hallowed be Thy name. Thy king- 
dom come, Thy will be done on 
earth as it is in heaven. Give 
us this day our daily bread. And 
forgive us our trespasses as we 
forgive those who trespass against 
us. And lead us not into tempta- 
tion, but deliver us from evil...” 

That was the Sermon on the 
Mount. 5 

Caustic remarks made publicly 
by Jesus about the ruling caste 
began reaching the ears of some 
of the most powerful of the 
wealthy faction, living close to 
Capernaum. A few nights later 
Jesus was invited to dinner at the 
house of a Pharisee, who had 
talked over the matter with 
cronies. 

“Why not have the fellow in? 
Let’s take His measure. He may 
be harmless. If He isn’t, well, 
we'll know what we have to do!” 

So the Master was summoned 
to sup with the rich Simon. But 
Simon, without knowing it, was 
letting himself in for a drastic 
evening. 

Jesus sat down at the table, 
amiably composed in spite of His 
host’s omissions of certain com- 
mon acts of courtesy. There were 
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no other invited guests, and that, 
in the custom of the region, was 
an implied insult. His choice vi- 
ands were not being served this 
evening, and he offered none of 
his fine wines, nor his strong 
oriental brandy, distilled from the 
juices of the cocoa palm. Clearly 
the rich Simon could not bring 
himself to treat a carpenter as an 
equal. Nevertheless, Jesus was full 
of urbane consideration. 

Then, suddenly, Simon leaned 
forward, glaring over the shoulder 
of Jesus. Behind the divan on 
which the guest reclined at the 
meal was a sight the Pharisee 
could hardly believé. Crouching 
there was a woman with long red 
hair; she was wrapped in a 
magenta robe of perfumed silk. 
In soft, smooth hands she was 
holding an alabaster box. The 
Pharisee had no difficulty in 
recognizing the intruder; he had 
seen her long before, when no- 
body knew except the two of 
them. 

But tonight she had no eyes for 
him. All frippery and trumpery 
of her trade laid aside, the red- 
haired woman kept her bloodshot 
eyes fixed on this penniless, men- 
dicant Jesus. She .wept as she 
washed His feet. She wiped the 
calloused soles with her long red 
hair, and*tenderly kissed the in- 
steps before she rubbed them with 
the ointment from her box of ala- 
baster. 

The Pharisee sat back, fuming 
to himself: 

“There, you see! This man, if He 
were really a prophet, would sure- 
ly know who and what manner of 
woman this is.” : 

Then Jesus said softly: 

“Simon, I have something to 
say to you. Do you see this wom- 
an? I entered into your house; 
you gave Me no water for My 
feet, but she, with tears, has 
washed My feet and with her 
hair has wiped them. 

“You gave Me no kiss, but she, 
since she came in, has not ceased 
to kiss My feet. Many sins are 
forgiven her, because she has 
loved much.”

ND for the first time speak- 
ing to the red-haired woman 
He added: 

“Your sins are forgiven you.” 

“Who is this that forgives sins 
also?,” snarled Simon, rising. 

But Jesus was paying no at- 
tention to his host. He helped 
the red-haired woman to her feet 
and gently closed the lid of her 
box of alabaster.

And He said to her: 

“Your faith has made you safe.

And immediately afterward He, 
too, left the rich man’s house. 

As His public speaking con- 
tinued, Jesus began to prove Him- 
self the greatest teller -of good 
stories the crowds had ever 
listened to. 

There was one favorite story 
which He first told under most 
dramatic circumstances, because 
of a heckler in the synagogue at 
Bethany. At the time the vaga- 
bond Jesus had come down to 
Judea and was stopping at the 
home of three old friends of the 


It was an exciting scene that 
Bethany morning: the congrega- 
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tion crowded the little house of 
worship facing the highwWay run- 
ning from Jericho up to Jerusa- 
lem. That was a robber-infested 
road—dangerous to travelers—to 
this day, as well as then—a steep 
descent falling from the rocky 
height of the capital down to the 
Dead Sea. . 

The people from roundabout 
that wilderness region, where John 
had grown up and Jesus had 
fasted and been tempted, loved 
to talk of tweediedum and 
tweedlee.

F Jesus had ever been careful 

in His public talks, He had 

dropped all caution by this time. 
In what He had to tell them there 
was nowadays every opportunity 
for conservatives to object. With 
what could seem to many only 
presumptuous impudence, Jesus 
informed them they were blessed 
because of what they were seeing 
with Him; prophets and kings had 
wanted to see these things and 
had not. To the good people of 
this world He promised eternal 
life. 

In the solemn pause that fol- 
lowed these words the lawyer 
stood up. With every appearance 
of civility, but with a leer in his 
eye, he asked: 

“Master, what must I do to pos- 
sess eternal life?” 

Like many a good Jew before 
Him, Jesus countered: 

“What is written in the Law? 
How do you read it?” 

Question for question the heckler 
went on: 

“Master, which is the first com- 
mandment of all?” 

“The first commandment of all 
is, ‘Hear, O Israel; the Lord your 
God is one God; and you shall 
love the Lord your God with your 
whole heart, and with your whole 
soul, and with your whole mind, 
and with your whole strength. This 
is the first commandment. And 
the second is like to it. You 
shall love your neighbor as your- 
self. There is no other command- 
ment greater than these.” 

This apparently simple exchange 
of query and answer was of deep 
technical meaning to the intellec- 
tual sharks. The lawyer had asked 
a legal question—and a dangerous 
one. What he was really getting 
at was whether the prohibitions— 
there were 365 specific ones, to- 
gether with the 248 positive com- 
mands of the law—were to be re- 
garded as of equal value and im- 
portance; a tricky approach in a 
deliberate attempt to trip up Jesus 
and get Him into trouble with the 
authorities. Without hesitation the 
Master gave a reply that simpli- 
fied man’s duty to his God and 
his fellow man. Quoting from the 
Mosaic books of Deuteronomy and 
Leviticus, He had gone back di- 
rectly to fundamental laws. These 
He distinguished from trivial man- 
made observances by which the 
Pharisees were keeping themselves 
and everyone else too busy. 

“And who is my neighbor?” the 
lawyer demanded sharply. By pre- 
meditation he had led the way up 
to this dilemma. Does the neighbor 
mean only a fellow Jew, Jesus? 


Surely You don’t mean that a Gen- 
tile could also be a neighbor? Or, 
infinitely worse than that, a de- 
praved, despised, unspeakable Sa- 
maritan? 

From where He sat, Jesus could 
look down the aisle and through 
the open door and portico out to 
the road beyond, the robber -in- 
fested highway. It was as if He 
were describing a drama being en- 
acted there: 

“A certain man went down from 
Jerusalem to Jericho and fell 
among thieves .. .” 

A situation they all recognized 


and many had feared. Under the

Quiet and Rest No Longer Advised 
for Nervousness. 

N TREATING so-called “ner- 
| vous’ individuals, it used to be 

customary to advise them to 
take weeks or months off from 
wérk and to rest quietly, either 
at home in bed, or at some quiet, 
_| secluded spot. The belief was that 
total absence from the factors 
leading to stresses and strains 
made one better equipped to cope 
with those problems after the rest. 
This belief is no longer held, in 
many medical circles at least. 

It is now appreciated that if 


a man breaks down under life’s 
problems, the chances of treating 
him successfully are improved if 
he is treated near—not away from 
—these stresses. 
riods may make a man less able 
to cope with these problems upon 
his return to ordinary life. 

This policy is an adaptation of 
Army experience. It 
in the Army that nervous cases 
treated near the 
much better than those trans- 
ported many miles to quietness 
and seclusion.

In spite of the way he acts, I 
love him and, though I feel like 
leaving him, I can’t bear to do 
so. I believe he does love our 
children, though usually his atti- 
tude is that he. doesn’t want to be 
bothered. What can I do to make 
my husband feel the sense of re- 
sponsibility he should toward 
them? If I left him where could 
I go? How can I make him. pro- 
vide properly for us and stop 
throwing his money away?

If your husband does love his 
children, he is taking a strange | 
‘way to demonstrate it. Children 
thrive on milk and good food, not 
on neglect and air. It is up to 
their father to straighten up,

Parliament is going to consider 
an over-all health plan under 
which every doctor would become 
a state employe in approximately 
10 years. Only 13 of Sweden's 651 
hospitals still are private enter- 
prises. The rest are run by the 
state or local communities. 

The poor get free care. Others 
pay part of the cost. Operations 
are free and most specialists at- 
tached to hospitals are public 
employes. 

Denmark—aA form of state med- 
icine has been in effect since 1982. 
It provides free medical care to 
all citizens up to a certain in- 
come level, but does not make 
doctors state employes. 

Membership in the government- 
controlled health insurance foun- 
dations at an annual] cost of 75 


kronor (about $15) is compulsory 
for every Dane from the age of 17 
until he_reaches the income ceil- 
ing set by the state. Each patient 
has the right to choose his own 
doctor and may change once a 
year. Most Danish hospitals are 
run by government or municipal 
authorities. 

Poland—Poland introduced so0- 
cialized medicine in 1945. Every 
doctor is required to devote at 
least five hours daily to the exam- 
ination ang treatment of all state 
workers in socialized industries 
free of charge.

Bulgaria—A state health scheme 
is in effect and the population 
generally is better served by state 
medicine than by private doctors 
before. 

Romania—Panel medicine has 
operated for 30 years and appears 
now to be moving toward complete 
state medical care. However, 
there still are more private than 


public] egy | doctors. 
Since an 1, 1949, medical 


care gto been ion" anee for 1,500,000 
members of the trade unions and 
their dependents—a total of 4,000,- 
000. But Romania is 85 per cent 
peasant and peasants are not in- 
cluded in the insurance system.

Germany — Compulsory health 
and disability insurance has been 
in effect in Germany since 1879 
when the Iron Chancellor Bis- 
marek introduced his social insur- 
ance law. Until 10945, workers 
earning up to 300 marks $120 
monthly contributed to officially 
sponsored sick and disability 
funds. These were municipal as 
well as private. Western Ger- 
many roughly follows this plan, 
but in Berlin the system was mod- 
ified. 

Medical care is free. The doctors 
are paid five marks ($1.50) a visit. 
Their co-operation is voluntary. 
Some services are limited, for ex- 
ample, the number of x-rays a pa- 
tient can have in a given period, 

Russia — Medicine is completely 
socialized in the Soviet Union. Any 
citizen can receive free treatment, 
as much and as often as necessary, 
either at home or at hospitals and 
clinics. Expenses, including. sala- 
ries of medical staffs and main- 
tenance of hospitals and clinics, 
are paid from general tax funds 
and not from any specific tax or 
free system. The 1948 budget pro- 
vided more than 20,000,000,000 
rubles (more than $4,000,000,000 at 
the official exchange rate) for 
health expenditures. 

Soviet doctors are paid salaries 
agcording to the position they oc- 
cupy and their qualifications.

Submarines Equipped With 
It Would Know When They 
Were Being Hunted.

LONDON, March 19—The Brit- 


radar antenna. <A full set of the 
equipment was found aboard a 
German training ship and brought 
to Glasglow when the ship was 
seized, 

The German invention makes 
radar no longer a weapon of 
silent detection, but a giveaway 
of its own presence. The radar 
impulse bounces back from the 
target to the ship sending it only 
within the curve limitation of the 
horizon, but the radar beam keeps 
curving around the earth beyond 
the horizon and can be picked 


up by the new detector. 

If the invention is installed in 
submarines, they will be able to 
detect the presence of destroyers 
hunting them well beyond the 
horizon, and from any direction. 
Thus radar betrays itself.

Partitions are to be of clay or 
gypsum tile, plastered: to have 
ceramic glazed built-in tile wains- 
cots in corridors, kitchen, toilets, 
laundry, etc.

Removal of

by fragrant jasmine, yellow dog- 
wood and early flowering bulbs. 
Since this changeable month brings 
snow drifts, as well as snow drops, 
it is not salfe to remove all of the 
winter covering on the first warm 


Hemerocallis, columbine, irises, 
peonies and many other peren- 
nials can endure severe cald. Even 
these toughies can be if 
their winter covering is removed 
too soon, for under a heavy mulch 
the young growth is soft and vul- 
nerable. 

On the other hand, too heavy 
protection at this season does ham- 
per many perennials, for it has a 
tendency to “smother” the plants, 
or to encourage them to send up 
weak and spindly shoots. It is 
a good procedure to remove a part 
of the layer of mulch in early 
spring, especially from the area 
around the crown of the plant. 
Some of the mulching material 
,should remain in place, however, 
to serve as a light protection for 
tender new growth. 

Time to Clean Up. 

Some impetuous species need a 
mulch in early spring to keep 
them from hurrying to form pre- 
mature growth. If roses are un- 
covered too soon, buds may start 
opening during balmy days of 
éarly March. Unfortunately, the 
nights are often clear and cold 
and bushes that start leafing out 
too soon may be severely damaged. 
Most plants have a surprising 
ability to adapt themselves to dif- 
ferent sorts of weather, but they 
should always be protected, if 
possible, from sudden and abrupt 


change.

Dried tops of iris, peonies, 
chrysanthemums or other peren- 
nials should be cut off at the 
ground. Some gardeners put these 
dead stalks on ,the compost pile, 
but burning such garden wastes 
is probably a surer way to avoid 
“ge plant diseases. 


sturdy trees shed twigs and 
branches during the winter. Some 
shrubs were damaged, too, and 
many were split by the weight of 
the ice. This debris must be 
cleaned away, of course. Split and 
broken branches should be neatly 
trimmed, for a clean wound is 
not so inviting to the fungi that 
cause disease, This essential prun- 
ing should be completed as soon 
as possible, for the sap is rising, 
and cut plants tend to “bleed.” 
Junipers and other pyramidal 
evergreens that have been bent, 
over by the weight of ice and snow 
should be straightened as soon as 
possible, for they start growing 
very early in the spring. Small 
trees can be suppcrted with stout 
stakes, but for a-large specimen 
a three-guy wire system is best. 
Locate the first wire so that it 
pulls the tree back to the desired 
position and then add two bracing 
wires to keep the trunk erect. To 
prevent injury to the bark, the

Feeding these convalescent trees 
and shrubs will hasten their re- 
covery. Scatter commercia] ferti- 
lizer on the ground around smal] 
Plants, and rake it in, using about 
four — per hundred square 
feet. ge shrubs and trees bene- 


fit from deep feeding. For a big 


shrub, make holes from six to 
12 inches deep and about 18 inches 
apart in a circle that follows the 
‘widest spread of the branches. 
Chemical fertilizer poured into 
these holes is available to the 
roots of the plant as needed, and 
very little is lost from leaching. 

A organic mulch is a won- 
derful tonic for trees and shrubs 
alike. Well rotted manure or 
compost provides nutrients, and 
helps to keep the ground cool and 
moist. A layer of dry leaves and 
grass, or of well rotted sawdust 
or shavings may be substituted, 
but for best results, scatter chem- 
ical fertilizer on top of these 
coarser mulches. 

If the lawn is to be seeded, this 
task, too, should be completed as 
soon as possible. Organic fer- 
tilizers,such as milorganite or any 
of the processed manures can be 
added at this time. A light dress- 
ing of sifted peat moss or of well 
rotted sawdust is beneficial, and 
these materials also make a very 
fine covering for the seed. 
Chemical fertilizer benefits the 
lawn, too, but it is best to wait 
a few weeks before making the 
application. The soil should be 
in condition to absorb moisture 
readily when theze highly soluble 
compounds are used. When the 
ground is saturated with moisture, 
or frozen hard, subsequent rains 
can’t penetrate beneath the sur-

The home leundry, thanks to 
new appliances and modern home 
planning, has ceased to be a sad, 
dingy corner of the basement. To- 
day’s laundries can be gay, cheer- 
ful rooms in the basement, either 
separate rooms or combined with 
the recreation room. They may be 
on the first floor, planed as part 
of the kitchen, or as a work ceD-

can be sandwiched between other 


household chores, the task of su- 
small children can be 
made easier. 

A laundry, located on the first 
floor, can also be used as a sewing 
room, a playroom, a hobby center 
or, during the summer, as a center 
where food can be canned or pre- 
pared for freezer storage. Where- 
ever the laundry may be located, 
the supply of hot and cold water, 
drainage, ventilation and light 
must be considered. That is why 
a laundry should be planned with 
the house since drainage pipes, 
water pipes, wires and outlets, 
doors and windows can then be 
planned with a view to saving 
steps, time and energy. 

Where the laundry is located in 
the basément or on the first floor 
and inside as well as an outside 
door way is important. The laun- 
ary in relation to the drying yard 
is another factor that must be 
considered in planning a home. 

Enough Required. 


Light 

The well planned laundry re- 
quires enough light whether it is 
daylight or artificial. A laundry 
located on the first floor requires 
very little artificial light, while the 
laundry that is located in the base- 
ment requires light over each work 
center. 

Walls, ceiling and floors should 
be easily cleaned. Floors and floor 
coverings should be impervious to 
such stains as bluing, hot starch 
and bleaching compounds. If the 
floor is covered with linoleum it 
should be cemented to prevent de- 
terioration which is the result of 
water seepage. 

All laundry equipment should 
be arranged in work centers to 
give greater efficiency in doing 
the job. If it is possible, the laun- 
dry chute should be located where 
clothes can be removed directly 
to the sorting center. A stool here 
will make it possible for the home- 
maker to sort, remove stains or do 
necessary mending while seated. 

The washing center may be the 
completely automatic washer, or 
it may be the washer, wringer 
and tubs. If the housewife insists 
on hot starch rather than using 
the new cold water starches now 
on the market, she may have 
some kind of hot plate for this 
purpose. 

Whether the ironing center con- 
sists of an automatic ironer, or 
electric iron and ironing board, 
ironing should be a sitdown task. 
Cabinets at the various centers 
should provide storage space for 
mending materials, stain remov- 
ers, soaps and soap powders, 
bleaches and bluings. The cabinets 
should be placed so they will be 
within easy reach of the user. 

Color in the Laundry. 

The laundry need not be 
void of color simply because it is 
a workroom. The standard equip- 
ment and cabinets usually come in 
light reflecting white. Unless the 
laundry is very dark these pieces 
will furnish enough light-reflecting 
surface for daylight work. e 
question then is whether the sec- 
ondary color shall be a warm or 
a cool hue. If the room is sunny, 
a cool color well be best. If there 
is little sunshine a warm color 
will give the nicest atmosphere. 

When color is used for the floor, 
experience has shown that a 
grayed color, used over a large 
expanse. If the laundry and play- 
room are one, color accents can 
be provided. Dependent on whether 
the house ig traditional or mod- 
ern, gingham curtains at the win- 
dows and maple furniture will 
help the early American scheme. 

The contemporary house can 
make decorative use of the new 
plastic materials in carrying out 
a color scheme. Glass block and 


structural glass may be used in 
carrying out the actual construc- 
tion of the laundry.

DETERGENTS AMONG NEW 


BATHING AN IFAT 
~ SPE PROCEDURE 


Warm Water One of the Es- 
sentials in Care — Sun- 
shine Also Vital Need. 


Bathing a baby is often a great 
ritual. If the truth were known, 
bathing a baby is a simple pro- 
cedure, although as with all child 
care, there are a few tricks that 
will help. 

In preparing for the bath it 
should be seen that the room is

The mother should wash her 
hands before she begins the prep- 
arations.

Oil Sponge Bath, 

The oil may be warmed by plac- 
ing the bottle of oi] in a saucepan 
of warm water. : 

The baby’s clothes are removed 
and he is placed on the table 
covered with the bath sheet or 
blanket. His entire body, except- 
ing his eyes, are wiped with cot- 
ton dipped in the warm oil. 

For the tub bath the tempera- 
ture of the water should be luke- 
warm (95 to 100 degrees). It 
should feel barely warm to the 
hand. For a very young baby the 
water should be no more than 
an inch deep. The baby can then 
be placed in the tub and both 
hands can be used to wash him, 
taking care. that he does not 
turn his head in the water. 

If a soft rubber tub is used, 
the mother’s left hand and arm 
are used to support the baby and 
her right hand to wash him. 
Some rubber tubs have hammocks 
on which to support the baby, 
leaving both the mother’s hands 
free. 

After the baby is washed and 
rinsed he is dried on the dressing 
table. In hot weather a little 
powder may be put on the skin. 

Fresh Air Needed. 


Sunshine and fresh air are good 
for everyone, babies as well as 
grownups. A very young baby, 
however, should not be subjected 
to too much change in tempera- 
ture. For the first month he is 
best kept at a constant tempera- 
ture of 70 degrees to 75 degrees. 
If he is born in the summertime 
and it is warm outdoors, there is 
mo reason why he may not go 


out when he is a week old. If it| Sitting whenever

The many new washing agents 
that have come on the market in 
recent years have been called 
“synthetic detergents” to differen- 
tiate them from soap. 

Soap or detergents have three 
types of action which work to- 
gether or independently depend- 
ing upon the type of soil that is 
to be removed: they lower the sur- 
face tension of ber rey ted = 
greasy dirt, an absor Boil. 
: In order to clean the surface of 
a fabric the cleansing solution 
must spread and penetrate into 
the pores of the fabric and 
among the particles of soil. The 
detergent dissolved in water per- 
mits the solution to penetrate the 
fabric thoroughly. As the chem- 
ist says: they make water wetter. 

In a solution of a detergent and 
water the globules of grease are 
broken up into tiny droplets which 
can be held in suspension and 
rinsed away very easily. The par- 
‘ticles of soil lock into the uneven 
edges of the bubbles and are float- 
ed off the fabric or surface. For 
this reason an active suds must 
be maintained during the entire 
washing period. 

Detergents are excellent for 
washing china and glassware, fine 
fabrics, woolens, silks, nylons and 
rayons, They suds in hard or soft 
water and do not react with the 
calcium and esilum salts to 
form a scum. ey should be 
used according to the manufactur- 
er’s instruction.

A baby should not 
be taken out, however, when the 
weather is cold and blustery or 
when the weather is humid. On 
those days he is much better off 
in a well ventilated room. 

When the weather is suitable, 
the baby can have his daytime 
nap outdoors, and if it is warm 
enough he may play out of doors 
too. There should be some time 
every day when he is free enough 
of clothes to be able to kick and 
wriggle ‘about without being re- 
stricted by warm clothing. 

dling the Young Baby. 

A newborn baby cannot hold 
up his head because the muscles 
of his neck are not yet strong 
enough. Every time he is lifted, 
he needs support at the back of 
his neck. He also needs support 
to his back because it too is not 
strong enough to support his 


weight. After a mother has han- 
died a very young baby a few 
times she soon gets the knack of 
putting her hand and arm under 
his neck and back whenever he is 
picked up. 

The bones of a baby’s head are 

much softer than those of a grown- 
up. If a baby always lies in the 
same position, his head will be- 
come flattened on one side. The 
simplest way to see that this does 
not happen is to put him in his 
crib with his head sometimes at 
one end, sometimes at the other 
end of the crib. A baby will always 
turn away from a wall. He will 
usually turn his head to face a 
sound or a movement. 
Many babies seem to enjoy sleep- 
ing on their storhnachs, This is a 
good position for the infant and 
as long as the mattress is firm 
and no pillow is used there is no 
danger of suffocation. Concern- 
ing pillows, authorities on child 
care recommend that no pillow be 
used as it allows the back to be 
straight and teaches a child to 
use his muscles,

Cheerful Bathroom Can 
Make Morning Shower 
a Pleasure. 


The most essential requisite in 
the modern bathroom is equipment 
of good quality porcelain which 
will clean easily. The walls may be 
of tile, marble or linoleum. In fact 
any material which can be cleaned 
with soap and hot water is best. 

Faucets should be large enough 
to fill the tub or bowl quickly; 
pipes of non-rustable metal to in- 
sure clean water, and ample hot 
water supply, drains that are large 
enough to empty the tub quickly. 
Then, with good light, a good mir- 
ror and a good color scheme the 
bathroom is established. 

A bathroom is like a ,horse’s 
teeth—it’s a dead giveaway on age, 
says a decorating specialist. It's 
a giveaway on interior decorating 
ability, too, unless it can present 
a charmingly gay appearance 
within the close confinement of its 
non-too-large space. Guests may 
take the color scheming of the 
rest of the home in stride without 
giving it much thought; but they 
are almost bound to be impressed 
—one way or another—with the 
bathroom coloring. 

The color scheme of the bath- 
room has a great deal to do with 
the morning mood, the humor for 
the whole day as a matter of 
fact. Dull tones, inharmoniously 
combined, have a depressing effect 
on you whether one is conscious 
of the fact or not. By the same 
token, the gay and sprightly bath- 
room is a morale builder for the 
whole family. 

From the standpoint of the 
woman who wants her home to be 
as Charming as possible in all its 
aspects, the glory of the bathroom 
is that it will “take” fairly distinc- 
tive color schemes without looking 
out-of-place or gaudy. Loud colors 
may shriek an unpleasant tune in 
rooms where a great deal of time 
is spent, but they can be com- 
bined into pleasing patterns in 
the bathroom—which after all is 
an “into-and-out-of” sort of room 


anyway. 

There is a definite mental uplift 
to be provided by the gaily-deco- 
rated bathroom which provides 
the “change-of-pace” to the paste! 
conservatism of the rest of the 
house. And the bathroom can 
become a place of lilting color at 
small outlay for painting equip- 
ment. 

One combination of bathroom 
colors associates sky blue and 
bright yellow—a pair of colors 
that probably would look bad 
in combination anywhere else in 
the house.

Wash Day With Procedure That Is! 
Planned Time and Energy Saving 


Plentiful Hot Water Supply Speeds Task— 
Three Rinses of Clean Water 
Assure Whiter Wash. 


Blue Monday was usual for the 
housewife in grandmother's day 
who had to do her lanudry the 
hard way. In homes that were 
fortunate enough to have water 
in the kitchen or basement, water 
for laundry purposes had to be 
drawn in tubs and allowed to 
stand overnight to settle since 
water that came from the pipes 
was laden with clay particles. 

With the advance in better liv- 
ing the day of laundry is no 
longer a blue one. With appli- 
ances and with an unlimited 
supply of hot water clothes can 
be washed cleaner with little 
effort. Experts have devoted 
many hours to research and have 
found that by following some 
basic principles washing can be 
made easy and simple. 

‘To save time, soiled clothing 
should be sorted. Those which 
require the same temperature, 
soap of detergent, and washing 
time should be placed in separate 
groups. Better results will be at- 
tained if dark fast colors are 
washed separately from white or 
light-toned ones. This prevents 
lint deposit on dark shades. Ex- 
cessively soiled spots should be 
given a little first aid treatment 
in order to speed up washing. 
Trims that are unwashable and 
shoulder pads are best removed. 
Mending before washing will often 
prevent further damage. Soaking 
time should not exceed 20 minutes. 
Curtains should be shaken to «rid 
them of loose dust and then 
soaked in cold water. Excessively 
soiled clothes may be soaked in 
very hot soapy water. 

Hot Water Best. 

Hot water, 140 degrees or above, 
is most efficient for washing. It 
dissolves soap quickly, makes cot- 
ton and linen fabrics more pliable 
and lets the soap reach the em- 
bedded soil. It also destroys some 
of the more common bacteria. 
Wool and other man-made fibers 
require more tepid water and 
must be handled separately. 

Soft water is essential to a good 
laundry job. The hardness, mean- 
ing mineral content, varies with 
the Igcality. Soap often combines 
with these minerals and forms a 
gray curd which is deposited on 
the clothes and turns brown under 
the heat of the iron. There are a 
number of commercial water sof- 
teners on the market which may 
be used. They should be added 
to the water and dissolved com- 
pletely before adding soap for 
greatest efficiency. 

Effective soap is another wash- 
day aid. Mild soaps or detergents 
are best for silks and wools which 
yield up soil easily. Soaps with a 
higher “free alkali” content are 
used for average or heavy soil on 
fibres which do not clean easily. 
Soap should be completely dis- 
solved. If bar soap is used it 
should be grated and melted in hot 
water before adding it to water in 
the washer. 

In order to remove soil enough 
soap must be used. Too much soap 
is not only a wastage; it is diffi- 
cult to rinse out of fabrics. The 
amount of soap required depends 
on the softness of the water. Soft 
water requires less soap. A firm, 
standing suds two to three inches 
thick is effective. -

flush hot, soapy water through 
the clothes until soil is loosened, 
Obviously, heavily soiled articles 
réguire more time for cleaning 
than lightly soiled ones. Nofi color- 
fast articles require less washing 
time than those which are color- 
fast. 

Scientific research indicates that 
clothes are washed cleaner if fresh, 
clean hot water is used for each 
load, Soap tends to become 
“loaded.” In other words, it loses 
some of its power to attract soil 
because, after two washings it 
is already carrying more than it 
is able. Some soi] may be trans- 
ferred from the washing water 
to the next load of clothes. Tem- 
perature control of the water be- 
comes too inexact for greatest ef- 
ficiency. 

Thorough and complete rinsing 
is one of the most important 
steps in turning out a clean wash. 
Ideally, three rinses of fresh clean 
water, hot enough to keep the soap 
dissolved, for each load of clothes. 
The quantity of the rinse water 
should be sufficient to allow for 
water circulation through the 
clothes, Dissolved soap penetrates 
deeply into the fibres of fabric. 
Consequently active agitation of 
the. rinse water will help dislodge 
the soap. Thorough rinsing leaves 
washables clean and pliable. Soap 
remaining in the clothes may 
prove irritating to the skin es- 
pecially to that of infants. 

Variations in Washables. 

An article cannot be laundered 
successfully until it is known just 
what kind of fabric ‘is being 
washed. 

Very fine yarns used for sheer 
fabrics take more care in washing 
than the heavier more durable 
yarns. A sheer fabric will require 
a shorter washing time, especially 
3 the weave is loose and apen. 

ashing action must be gentle. 
From the standpoint of wear, the 
tighter the twist the better the 
wearing quality and the washing 
performance. 

Most fabrics are made in three 
weaves, plain, twill or satin. 
Satins, which have threads floated 
to the surface of the fabric for 
smooth lustrous effect, tend to 
snag easily and therefore require 
gentle washing action and rfela- 
tively short washing time. Dam- 
asks with very large designs 
formed by threads thrown to the 
surface may also require gentler 
handling to prevent snagging. 
Some crepe weaves shrink exces- 
sively in washing, due to the tight 
twist of the crepe yarns. Much 
of this shrinkage can be corrected 
by the proper ironing. 

The relative firmness of the 
weave may have more to do with 
laundering of a fabric than the 
basic type of weave. A firmly 
woven muslin will be sturdier than 


mum, non-fast dyes always require 
the use of tepid water, mild soap 
and a short washing period. Some- 
times it is possible, after the ex- 
cess dye has washed out, to group 
these articles for machine wash- 
ing. Some dyes, however, continue 
to bleed throughout the life of the 
garment. 

For successful laundering it is 
best to buy articles that are spe- 
cifically labeled color-fast. There 
is no infallible home test for color- 
fastness. If there is a doubt, it is 
a good idea to snip a small piece 
of the material from an inconspic- 
uous place, such as a seam, the in- 
side of a hem, or the end of a belt 
and wash these. Lukewarm water 
should be used, with a mild soap. 
Was should be followed by a 
tepid rinse and drying between 
two layers of white cloth, If the 
water has not become colored 
noticeably and the color has not 
transferred to the white cloth, it is 
usually considered safe to launder 


the article. 
of Material. 

Many finishes or processes make 
laundering simpler or the results 
more satisfactory and some of 
these are removed upon washing. 

Sheer cotton fabrics are often 
“Bellmanized” or given one of the 
resin finishes which stiffens the 
fabric, thus making starching un- 
necessary for many washings. 
Some shirt collars are sometimes 
given a type of stiffening which 
makes starching unnecessary. 
Some water-resistant or water- 
repellent finishes will wash if 
done according to the manufac- 
turer’s directions. Others are re- 
moved in washing. Here it is 
wise to read the directions on the 
tags carefully before an attempt 
is made to launder them. 

Beetling is a gloss finish which 
is permanent on linen. When 
applied to cotton & will not wash. 
Many unlabeled chintzes are not 
washable. Those trademarked 
“evergiaze” will wash if this is 
done according to the manufac- 
turer’s directions. 

izing in Materials. 

Sizing is a filling which gives 
body and weight to fabrics. In- 
soluble sizing of resin types will 
wash. Starches will wash out at 
the first laundering. Cotton 
fabrics may be tested for sizing if 
rubbed over a dark surface, or 
rubbing a portion of the fabric be- 
tween the fingers. If a white sub- 
stance rubs out, sizing has been 
added. 

The way an article is made is of 
great importance to the way it 
will launder. The article should 
be amply cut. Seams, buttonholes 
and hems should be well-finished. 
Smooth fibers such as rayons, 
which may fray during washing, 
should have well-finished seams 
with no raw edges. Unless an 
article is properly put together, 
the washing time may have to be 
shortened. Where an article is 
washable it is a good idea to see 
that buttons and trimmings are 
also washable. Much time can be 
consumed if these must be re- 
moved each time the article is to 
be laundered. 

Use of Bleaches. 

Bleaches are often used to re- 
tain the whiteness of fibers which 
have a tendency to their natural 
yellowish tone, or to help remove 
stains which ordinary washing 
does not remove. Bleaching does 
not remove soil and should not 
be considered as a substitute for 
goad washing. 

The most common types of 
household bleaches are chlorine 
bleaches which may be used on 
white cottons and linens. Hydro- 
gen peroxide is used particularly 
for silks, woolens and colored fab- 
rics. 


Bleaches must always be used 
with care. Only the type of bleach 
recommended for the fiber should 
be used. Chlorine bleaches should 
not be used on printed fabrics un- 
less they are colorfast. 

The amount of chlorine bleach 
used should follow the recommen- 
dation of the manufacturer. Exces- 
sive amounts will weaken the 
fibers. Hydrogen peroxide is slow- 
er ac under most conditions 
and best used in a soaking 
bath. The 3 per cent type should 
be diluted 20 to one with luke- 
warm ,water to which one table- 
spoon for household ammonia has 
been added. The article to be 
bleached should be immersed un-

Bluings and Starches. 

Bluing clothes does not make 
them white. It gives them a bluish 
appear 
white. A soap bluing may be 
added to the wash water or a 
liquid may be added to the rinsing 
water. The water should be mixed 
carefully before the clothes are 
added to avoid streaking. 


Starches give a smooth finish 
to cotton fabrics, give substance 
to a limp fabric and make sub- 
sequent washings easier . since 
soil tends to lodge on the starch 
rather than in the fibers. Chil- 
dren’s dresses and housedresses 
are petter for starching. 


Starch should penetrate the 
portion to be starched evenly and 


‘thoroughly. The garment should 


be shaken so that starch can 
reach each part of the fabric. In 
applying cold starch, the solution 
should be squeezed through the 
— » en the hands. If the 
re oes not pefietrate equal! 
the finish will be aneowed. ro 
some cases unequal starching may 
make ironing more difficult and 
may give a blotchy finish. 


The amount of starch used is 
a matter of personal taste. Too 
much starch makes a garment 
uncomfortable to wear. Heavily

ATTERN for permanent peace be-

ILDRED E. GILLARS, the American woman who was the “Axis 
Sally” of the Nazi radio, has been convicted as a traitor. For six 
weeks a jury in a United States District Court at Washington 
listened to recordings of Nazi propaganda broadcasts in a voice iden- 
tified as hers, heard her German co-workers give eye-witness accounts 
of her activities, heard former G. I. prisoners of the Nazis tell of giving 
her messages to relatives that she wove into her propaganda. Then the 
five women and seven men on the jury found her guilty. Their verdict 
was based on her part in a broadcast designed to crack the morale of 
tinent. 
Axis Sally at times during the trial was defiant; at times, weeping, 


denied she meant to betray her country. She pleaded that she 


feared death or a concentration camp if she refused to broadcast. Her 
love for a Nazi radio official with em she lived also influenced her, 
she testified. He was the late Professor Max Otto Koischwitz, who once 
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taught her at New York's Hunter College, who wrote her “many letters 
about philosophy.” She boasted that she. was one of the highest paid 


Nazi radio performers. 
Born in Portland, Maine, in 1900, and raised in Ohio, Miss Gillars 


went to France to study music in 1929, after a brief career as an actress 
in this country. Several years later she turned up in Germany, went 
to work for the Nazi radio in 1940. This gave her “an outlet for dra- 
matic expression,” she said at the time of her arrest in March, 1946. 
The United States Army, which felt her dramatic expression was too 
pro-Nazi, had found her, after the occupation, living in a Berlin cellar. 

In December, 1946, Axis Sally was released from the Frankfurt 
Army prison under surveillance, was rearrested the following January. 
The Army spént three years in rounding up broadcast scripts and wit- 
nesses. back to the United States last fall, she was indicted on 


the qpemy. Her trial began last January 24.

They Assume Almost Every Shape 
From Human Feet to Caterpillars 


HE belief that raindrops are pear-shaped has been 

disproved. Instead, as they oscillate rapidly in fall- 

ing, drops of water take on shapes of a variety of 
objects — pancakes, gourds, jelly beans, dumbbells, 
marbles, caterpillars, even human feet. 

The varying shapes of raindrops were established 
by a recent laboratory study under simulated atmos- 
= os conditions in General Electric Company labora- 
tories at Schenectady, New York. Using an instrument 
called a “drop controller,” drops of water injected into 
an upward air current were made to “fall” up instead of 
down. When the air was suddenly shut off, the drops 
hung in suspension for an instant, then started falling. 
turning and changing shape rapidly. Air resistance to 
the “rain” was said to approximate that which falling 
raindrops encounter. The behavior of the falling drops 
was captured by high-speed, stroboscopic photographs.
